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The Kissimmee River and Okeechobee.

Oar party consisted of Ingram F., of Indianapolis, an ardent 
admirer of Florida, and a breech-loader; George W.,of Lafayette, 
also a “shooting star,'' who was called the Commodore throughout 
the trip, partly because he was not a commodore, but principally 
because he had been educated at the Naval Academy, and 
could aay “Douse my top lights,” without any compunctions of 
conscience; Barber, of Lafayette, like the preceding, a bright 
and shining light In the sporting firmament; Prof. S., of Indian¬ 
apolis, very German and an excellent naturalist; Packwood, of 
Chicago, who p-rslsted In periling our lives by showing the muz¬ 
zle of hisloade i gun at each of the party In turn, and "ye chroni¬ 
cler of ye startling adventures,” called the Doctor, or “ Doc,” 
for long. Although a devoted disciple of Isaac Walton, I didn’t 
kuow a gun from a crowbar, so to speak, and had none of the 
shooting proclivities prevalent In the rest of the party. So much 
as an Introduction; now for the trials and tribulations. 

We started from J. Z. McDonald’s about eight miles from. 
Sroford, Orange county, Florida, on a bright sunshiny morning’ 
In February, with the avowed Intention of making a raid on the 
Kissimmee river from Its source to Its mouth, to be followed by a 
dashSfiround Okeechobee and a retreat the way we came. If 
you will trouble yourself to look at a late map of Florida you 
will observe In the southwest part of Orange county a good sized 
lake named Tchopekallga, also at the suuthcrn extremity of the 
lake an outlet leading through a small lake Into Lake Cypress. 
From Cypress Is an outlet Into Lake Kissimmee; and the outlet 
of Lake Kissimmee Is the Kissimmee river, which takes a gen¬ 
eral direction almost parallel with Indian river, and loses Itself In 
Lake Okeechobee. We started on a bright sunshiny morning, 
“ with high spirits and two wagons," as the Irishman said, for 
Tchopekaliga and that night made our first camp about ten miles 
below Orlando, the county seat. There Is a railroad from San¬ 
ford to Orlando now, but four years sgo a cart and mule were 
good enough for anybody. Golug a short distance next morning 
wo came to a creek, whose usually small volume of water was 
swollen to such a degree that we were compelled to raise the 
bodies of our wagons with saplings to keep our goods dry. For¬ 
tune favored us In the passage through, and that Dlght found us 
.at Bass's with a fair prospect of reaching Tehopekaltga In the 
morning “by the bright light.” But “ the best laid plans of mice 
and men gang aft aglee,’’ and that night having pitched our tent 
on the elope of a hill,we found our paraphernalia floating arou-id 
promiscuously, as the result of a heavy rain which continued all 
the morning. 

Noon found the sun shining brightly and the rain water rapidly 
disappearing In the sandy soil of which that part of the country Is 
made up. By a unanimous vote we determined to kill a couple 
of deer apiece before we left, so the hammock was marched upon 
by the entire camp. Stands were taken and one of the Bass boys, 
not a black bass but a white one, was commissioned to drive the 
deer out. He succeeded. There were two of them, but although 
two or three guns were discharged they went on their way re¬ 
joicing, which, of course, was the fault of the shells, or the deer. 
Shortly afterward, as soon as the boys had explained to the satis¬ 
faction of all that It wasn’t their fault-t.hat we wouldu’t have 
venison for supper, we rolled along toward the lake. 

That night we camped on Mr. Fate’s porch at the head of 
Tehopekaltga. Long and voluminous was the discussion In re¬ 
gard to the trip. Yates Informed us lhat on account of the 
heavy rains lately the river was clear out of banks, and that a 
wet trip was to be expected If we continued. Our subsequent 
experience confirmed bis statement, for we found the level lands 
on the margins of lakes and rivers covered with water to the 
depth of eight or ten Inches, and the lake was several feet higher 
than usual. He would run the boat aground when we wished to 
land, and then wade through the water for one hundred and fifty 
or two hundred yards to dry land where we could pitch our tent. 
Ground that three weeks before was dry and hard, was now a foot 
or more under water. 

During the trip the rains were frequent and severe. All this 
was very unusual during this portion of the year,and was generally 
conceded to be something the like of which the oldest Inhabitant 
had not In remembrance. The Summer months—June, July and 
August—are the rainy season In Florida as well as further south, 
but here we were In the middle of Winter, about to be drowned 
out. After weighing well the matter, we resolved to go ahead If 
we bad to swim. 

We staid at Yates’ two days waiting for an Irish sailor who 
was going down with ns tn the double capacity of sailor and cook. 

One morning one of the non-sporting members of the party 
shouldered hla gun and started for a stroll through the fields just 
back of the house. About half way across the fields he Baw a 
flock of blackbirds alight on a tree near by, and with careful 
raanmnverlug got near enough to bag twenty-two at a double dis¬ 
charge. He laid them gently down by a stump and proceeded to 
practice the same game on another flock, when the Commodore 
came up and asked, with s voice chock full of astonishment, 

What on earth are you doing!” "Stalking blackbirds,” was 
the reply, gently wafted back. “ Sh, don't give It away. I'm 
atter the reat. Bring the boye up. Blaydoogane of fun. ” 

“ Well, great Scott,” said the Commodore, as be walked slowly 
toward the house with his head bent down as though thinking. 
The parly that was Btalklng blackbirds was myself. 

Jack Rooney, our sailor-cook, came up one mornlffg and we 
were aoon loading our little seven-feet flat-bottomed boat for 
our long trip. Rooney, as his name Implies, was an Irishman, 
and like many another from that “gem of the sea,” had a great 
aversion to water taken Internally. But away from the flowing 
bowl, Jack w,s the soul of good nature, aa steady as a clock, and 
Just the man for our business. 

One bright sunny morning (If you will notice you will see that 
we Start everything on bright, sunny mornings; ltls lucky), we 
ade adieu to the Yates’ and started on our voyage of advent¬ 
ure down the lake. The Professor had skinned a beau'lful blue 
won that,morning and stretched the skin on a thwart to dryr 
'-’je of ’ e boys bad the til lack to sit down on It and the Teutonic 


epithets that were showered down on him by our German friend, 
were fearfully and wonderfully made. 

Night found us camped on the lake shore and the next morning 
we sailed through the outlet Into the stream connecting It with 
Lake Cypress. The river was so high that the channel wae only 
indicated by the timber along the sides. Picture to yourself a 
double line of trees keeping at about the same relative distance 
from each other, between which runs a river of dirty water and 
beyond which on either side away from the river are long 
stretches of savannah covered with water and with the points of 
grass Just reaching the surface, and you have the scene looked 
upon by us time and again. After a few miles’ travel on the 
river we decided to leave Its tortuous channel and cut across the 
savannahs. By this very simple msoteuver we often saved long 
distances of bard rowing, or, If the wind waB favorable of loug 
sailing. Finally we reached a point on the savannahs near Lake 
Cypress and started through the woods for the open water. Upon 
entering on the lake we met a Mr. Drlggs, who alone In his host 
had been clear down to Okeechobee. After hailing and exchang¬ 
ing compliments with him we started across the lake with a fresh 
wind just abeam. One or two of the party, myself included, 
thought that the white caps out In the lake looked better at a 
distance, but we didn’t dare say so. The further we left the 
woods behind us the fresher the wind blew until the before-men¬ 
tioned parties began to experience symptoms of fear unworthy 
the breast of a gallant tar. 

Old Boreas continued to act worse and worse until a big wave 
came upon our quarter and deposited about two tubs of water on 
the Professor. His pent-up feellngr could withhold themselves 
no longer, and with a yell be jumped up and bellowed: 

“Jack! Jack I she’s a fillin’ belitnt, she’s a fillin' behlnt.” His 
alarm would have been ludicrous tu the extreme had we not been 
in such a situation. 

Jack, seeing the urgency of the case,when the boat was “fillin' 
behlnt," ran down the mainsail, and the Commodore, who was at 
the helm, put her before the wind. We sailed thus with the jib 
alone drawing for four or five miles, until a good place to camp 
was seen, when we put In and landed. 

When we were all comfortably deposited on dry land, the Com¬ 
modore who had been educated as a middy, took occasion to 
make light of the performance, treating It as a good joke, but 
we land-lubbers were disposed to look at It more seriously. The 
Professor was \ery indignant at West for putting us In such 
a fix. 

“ Mr. Vest," says he, “have you no famvlly?’’ 

The uuspoken volumes lu that question and the look that ac¬ 
companied It can only be fully appreciated by those who were 
there. We staid in camp here all the next day and night wait- 
lug for the wind to go down. On the second morning after our 
advent on that spot, we sailed gaily away for Gardiner's Island, 
In the river leading from Lake Cypress to Lake Kissimmee. 

Just before dinner, which we took on tbe Island, bIx or seven 
wild turkeys fell before the. destructive leaden bail from our 
breech-loaders. After dinner we took stands Just outside of the 
hammock and sent Jack In to start the game. Where I was 
Btandlng the grass was nearly neck high,and pretty thick, at that. 
I stood there a short time and frequently heard a great thrashing 
around tn the underbush. I determined to distinguish myself, so 
I “surrounded " the dun colored object that was snorting around 
through the bushes, and let fly twelve good big buck hot at It 
Whether I had the buck fever and couldn’t shootstralgbt, 1 can't 
say, bat I do know that I Darrowly missed killings splendid dun 
cow. I told the other fellows the gun went off by accident. 
Packwood, the Professor and myself had achieved enough glory 
for that day,so we stepped Into the boat and Boated down stream, 
leaving tbe rest of the party to foot it down the Island. 

As we neared the place of meeting we heard the shore pirty 
shouting and, thinking perhaps that they were lost In the ham¬ 
mock, Packwood answered them. Now Packwood has a good 
pair of lungs, and Is good at most anything but hollowing. At. 
that he is certainly a failure. The Professor must have thought 
so, for In his best Dutch-Eogllsh he told him to be still. Pack- 
wood said something about bis closing his Dutch mouth and If 
I had not been there to elng " How sweet fa unity,” the effect 
would have beeD terrific. 

That night our teDt was pitched under some beautiful live 
oaks on the lower end of the Island. These majestic monarchs 
with their wealth of moss have been so often described by more 
able writers that I will not attempt it; suffice It to say that they 
have never been flattered. 

The following day was devo'ed to hunting the Island. Four 
deer, tbe first of our trip, and some small game rewarded us. We 
passed the second night on the camping grounds of the night be¬ 
fore and the next morning made an early start for the purpose of 
getting through Lake Kissimmee before evening. 

Upon reaching the lake and looking at the broad expanse of 
water stretching out before us, we put It to vote whether we 
should go straight across or should skirt the shore. It Is need¬ 
less to say that the returns showed five In favor of the skirting 
process and two, the Commodore and Jack, of taking the shorter 
course. While this decision was being arrived at tbe Professor 
who bad been morose and sulky for several days, announced bts 
determination of landing on Bummer Island to finish making a 
collection of beetles that he had begun, while awaiting our re¬ 
turn. Seeing that he wae determined to have his own way we 
landed him and continued on down the shore. That was the Iasi 
we saw of the Professor for many a day for the high water shortly 
afterward covered hla little Island, compelling him to go to Fort 
Mead ae we learned afterward. The Professor was a worthy man 
but not tbe kind of a fellow I should go out on two camping expe¬ 
ditions with. 

We gained the outlet of Kissimmee safely, and spent tbe night 
In a deserted shandy at Turkey Hammock. As we lay there In 
bed we heard wlld-cata In the woods near by maklDg the night air 
hideous with their discordant yeltB. By daylight we realized 
that we bad been sleeping In a flea bed. The shanty was literally 
swarming with the active little cusses. We shook, dusted and 
sunned our blankets by turn, but the fless stuck to us with a 
"persistence worthy of a better cause. As Rooney would have 
put It, “ He resolved nlver to go wldlu gun-shot of another de- 


sarted hut without knowln’ It was Inhabited.” Continuing our 
course down the river, we rested at Fort Kissimmee. 

Tbe next day found us on our way to Mlccoe’s Bluff, where 
we determined to stay over Sunday. Mlccoe—Mike for long—was 
a Seminole chief who tilled the land In that vicinity before the 
Seminole war, hence the name. 

Monday noon we reached Aestopoighae—pronounced Es-tn-po- 
ga—where Art Dortery lived. These boys—there were two 
of them came down from East Tennessee Immediately after 
(he surrender. Up North It's “Immediately after the rebellion.” 
Down South It’a after “the late unpleasantness,” or "after the sur¬ 
render.” Here they lived, seventy miles from a poBtoltlce. 
Never voted or psid taxes since they left old Tennessee. Happy 
as lords, they didn’t care whether Grant or the king of the Can¬ 
nibal Islands was president. Not they. Ingram, when down 
two year* before, bad begged a couple of stone hatchets that 
Mrs. D artery wa9 using as andirons, promising her to replace 
them on his next trip by a pair of iron ones. So at McDonald's 
he had bought a pair of andirons, and lugged them along. Of 
course we chaffed him considerably about " loading down the 
boat with old Iron,” and Insisted that he should make a presen¬ 
tation speech as a compensation for the trouble of taking them 
along. We harped on this theme of the speech until it became 
a positive bugbear to him. 

On our arrival at D.’s, while the rest of us were unloading the 
boat of some of our traps, Ingram tucked an andiron under each 
arm and proceeded to sneak around the bushes to the house, so 
as to present them before we came up. But I saw him, and pass¬ 
ing tbe word to the boys, we followed aud caught up with him. 
He seemed considerably worried, and looked as though he wanted 
to be laid away In tbe cold, cold ground, but It was too late to 
back out. We stuck to him closer than brothers, and were right 
on his beds when be reached the house, where we were warmly 
greeted by Its lord aDd master. After an Interchange of greet- 
Inge In the front room, Ingram asked Dortery where his wife 
was, and on being Informed that she was In the kitchen, he 
started forthwith for that Important portion of the household. 
Every man of that gallant crew ar <se,and marched out In a body 
with blm Alas) We reckoned wliboutour host, for Ingram had 
had a happy thought, and started for the door with sb much of 
the strut of an emperor as the pair of andirons would permit. 
Arriving at the kitchen he presented each of the party in turn, 
and on presenting me, finished with, “Mrs. Dirtery, here are 
your andirons. My friend Dr. H. has kindly consented to give a 
little presentation speech, upon which I do assure you he haB 
labored long and earnestly,” saying which he stepped back, leav¬ 
ing me In the middle of tbe floor. Tbe hearty roar of laughter 
that went up shook the rafters. 

Soon after we took our leave and ran down the river to Fort 
Bi6senger Ferry, a crossing place of the soldiers during the Sem¬ 
inole war. We had heard that there was a storehouse there, aufi 
looked forward with considerable Interest to tbe time that we 
could lay lu a fresh supply of some perishable edibles, that bad 
disappeared long ere that. There was a storehouse there, and 
that's all. There was no storekeeper nor any store as far as we 
could ascertain with our eyes glued to tbe extensive cracks between 
the logs of the building. A wild cat, one or two cow and several 
deer skins were hanging over the J fists to dry. In one comer 
w&s a little plug tobacco, and In another one or two barrels of— 
either whiskey or molasses. None of the party were connois¬ 
seurs enough to determine which. Jack declared he could Bmcl! 
whiskey and Jack has f fcood uobo for such things, but the Com¬ 
modore thought It was bay rum. He didn’t see what the Inhab¬ 
itants would do with bay rum, but there waB as good a reason for 
believing It to be bay rum as anything else,so bay’rum he bad It. 
We barged on tbe door and called on the doorkeeper to come 
out. WbeD he came not, Jack, probably intoxicated on tbe smell 
from the barrels, even offered to give him his own bold and 
down him In a wrestle. Although the storekeeper was so con¬ 
spicuous for his absence, we did succeed In raising a good speci¬ 
men of a Florida cracker, who came slowly around the corner of 
the house. We laid for him like a Jersey mosquito for a York 
State man. 

“Where Is the storekeeper!” 

"Gone.’’ 

“When will he be back!” 

“Dunno.” 

“Got any sugar!" 

“No.” 

“Rice!” 

“No.” 

“Coffee! Hour!" 

“No.” 

“Canued or dried fruits!” 

“No." 

“Got anything?” 

"No.” 

We concluded be was right, and went on down the river. About 
evening we reached Tom Dorlery’s who Is living In a field made 
by the Semlnoles and using a corn crib erected by them. 

We camped that night In the deeerted Seminole field and the 
next morning proceeded to lighten our boat of such articles as 
we could dispense with for Tom's Is the last house this aide of 
Okeechobee. As one of the boys said, "although the trip was a 
go-as-you-please we all pleased to go as light as possible.” 

From D'a to the lake le just twelve miles as the crow flies, but 
It Is fully seventy-five by the river. We learned from Tom that 
be bad commenced a war against the marsh hares which were 
actually eating all hla potato crop up. About uoon we left this, 
the “stcpplng-otf ” place and ran down two or three mllea to the 
last place that, we could procure llghtwood, until we had circum¬ 
navigated the lake and returned there. Llghtwood, the dead 
resinous pine of the South, Is an Indispensable article to the 
Floridian camper because of the ease with which it Is lighted. 

8hortly after leaving Llghtwood landing, as we named It, we 
stopped and killed some turkeys. 

Before we were well on our way again a heavy storm came up, 
and the wind blew a perfect gale. We started across the bon¬ 
nets and saw-gross to cut off some of the turns tbe river made, 
and the way we did fly was a caution. The weeds went astern 
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at tho rate of twelve or fifteen miles an hoar, and It seemed like 
seventy-live. Night found us snugly In camp on another Semi¬ 
nole field called Palmetto Hammock. It was still pouring when 
we reached there, and we had some trouble In starting our fire. 
Ingram end I started after some wood and were lucky enough to 
find a llghtwood log near by. Ingram brought his ax down on 
the log, with the ’Tia" that all choppers of the higher order use, 
while I held the lantern. When be started to turn the log, a 
moccasin snake as big as your arm glided out and struck at 
mo. I yielded to the Impulse of nature and Jumped. I thought 
that snake was gettlog decidedly personal I hate forward¬ 
ness. I jumped about six feet up and ten feet to one side- A 
sort of parabola. It was a good jump, and I am proud of It. I 
don’t believe that I could do It again, but a moccasin snake w^ll 
Induce a man to do a great many things that he would be 
ashamed of In more sober moments. Ingram put In bis time by 
striking at the snake with the ax, every step, and emphasizing 
each strike with a grunt, and each grunt was on a different key 
from the preceding one. The only person In the melee that was 
perfectly cool, was the snake. He got away safely. 

The next day about dark we sailed Into Lake Okeechobee with 
colors flying. We pitched our tent on a narrow strip of sand 
separating the lake from the everglades. Durlug the night the 
wind rose and brought the water of the lake with It, until our 
fire was extinguished by the Bpray that flew over our little camp 
like a Shelby engine at a fire. We arose as one man, and pulled 
back In the river a short distance. Before daylight we weighed 
anchor and started down on the east or left hand side of the 
lake as you enter. We continued on down the coast until noon 
when we dined In a beautiful grove of palmetto and Indian rubber 
trees. 

This, the east shore of the lake Is nothing but a mere strip of 
sand a foot or two above the lake level, separating it from 
the everglades. During the afternoon we passed the sight of 
old Fort McRae. Spent the night In another beautiful grove, 
a few miles below the fort. On the next day we passed Cypress 
Point, and might truly congratulate ourselves on being on the 
southern shore of the lake. 

The three Bird Islands were left behind us on the next day. 
These Islands are>eo called because of their being the resort of 
thousands and thousands of hefona, curlews, cormorants, and 
other birds. The cormorants reigned without rivals while we 
were there. The so-called Islands are simply a bunch of man¬ 
grove trees that have started to grow there, away from the shore. 
Not a foot of dry land anywhere near. We camped that night 
on a narrow strip of land on the Bouthwest portion of the lake. 

In the morning as soon as the fog, which enveloped everything, 
had lifted, we ran down to Observation Uland, the largest In the 
lake. On the way, two little patches of land were passed, liter¬ 
ally covered by water-turkeys and blue herons. Procuring a few, 
we continued our course to the island where we spent Saturday 
and Sunday, Friday being the day of onr advent. 

Observation island enjoys the happy reputation of being out of 
water—most of the time. It was out while we were there, and 
to the best of our observation was about two miles long, and a 
quarter of a mile wide, running north and south. The west side 
of the island is a mangrove wood several hundred feet wide. On 
several trees were dateB and names cut on them by Ingram and 
the Commodore three years before. There were,numerous Indian 
rubber trees on the Island, from one of which we extracted about 
a pint of whitish fluid, that was unfortunately lost on coming 
home. 

Seeing a rabbit on the Island one evening caused quite a dis¬ 
cussion as to the ways and means he employed in getting there. 
We finally came to this conclusion: Miss Mollle Cottontail 
steps out for an evening walk which walk leads her to the lake 
side. She sees a little floating tuft of wild lettuce and Illy pads 
on the shore. She stepB on. The wind Is blowing,and before Mollle 
can jump back her bark is on the sea. The wind and waves cast 
her about until the long roots dragging through the water touch 
the mud near Observation island. Oil jumps bunny to prepare a 
permanent home. This is not an unreasonable hypothesis, for the 
rabbits are quite fond of wild lettuce, and these little “ has¬ 
socks” are frequently met with floating at the mercy of wind 
and wave until their projecting roots strike bottom, when they 
take root, and grow. The Islands of the lake were, very evidently, 
so formed. The sand and mud drifting around the roots, con¬ 
stantly Increasing. Fresh pads drifting up. The plants decay¬ 
ing. All these continue until the bottom of the lake Is raised, 
as it were, high enough for a mangrove seed, brought there by 
birds or the waves, to take root. Who knows but that future 
ages will till the land now covered with water, and called Lake 
Okeechobee. The lake Is shallow, averaging about twenty feet. 

The southern part of the Island was a resort for white herons. 
We procured quite a number that were in excellent plumage, the 
breast plume being particularly line. Had we been so disposed, 
we could have killed them by hundreds. 

Monday afternoon, we left the Island and continued on down 
the lake, keeping a bright lookout for Fish Eating creek, the 
mouth of which we knew was somewhere near there. We had 
heard that pink curlews were abundant up the creek, and wanted 
to get a few; but the mouth of the creek, when we did find It, 
was so choked with lily pads that we decided to give up our 
scheme for the reconstruction of Ibe curlew. 

That night was spent in the boat’ off the mouth of the creek. 
In the morning we caught quite a number of bass and cat-Bsh, 
hutihe water was too muddy for much fishing. The bass were 
not the gamy small-mouth black bass of our northern waters, but 
a large-mouthed chap found throughout the state. We endeavored 
to reach the mouth of the Kissimmee on the same day, but a 
storm coming up, we were compelled to run Into a cove near by 
and anchor. For three days and nights we lay there at anchor. 
Five men cooking, sleeping, and eating in a boat seventeen feet 
long. No land in sight. Mangroves to the right of ua, mangroves 
to the left of ns, mangroves In front of ns, ready to be lumbered. 
Friday afternoon the wind abated, and we were released from our 
imprisonment. The river was reached at two o’clock Siturday 
morning, after a run from the afternoon of the day before. 
Tying the boat to a tree that the high water had surrounded long 
ago, we ate our breakfast. 

The saying that “after a storm comes a calm,” was verified in 
this case, for the wind failed completely that morning, and a long 
pull of twelve miles against a still current was Indulged In 
before the breeze filled our sails. We made a very quick run of 
it, though, when we did get the breeze, reaching Tom Dortery’s 
that evening, after having been In the boat from Monday after¬ 
noon until Saturday night. 

Sunday afternoon we went over with Dortery to a large Indian 
mound, a short distance from bis house. There are numbers of 
these mounds up and down the river, but this was the largest one 
that we saw. It was probably forty or fifty feet high, and sounded 
hollow to the stamping of a foot on It. Dortery’s children bad 
dug in a short way and were rewarded by numerous beads and 
bone ornaments, some of which we brought North with us. If I 
ever have the least cbance In life, I shall go down there and lay 
open the center of that mound. If I do, the Chicago Fisi.o 
may expect to bear from me. 

That evening as we sat around a good camp fire once more, we 
lived the last few days, aye and the last few years, over again. 
As the soothing pipe was lighted, and a comfortable position 
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gained, the flood of memory broke forth, and amnslng adven¬ 
tures by flood and field went round. I will Jot down some of 
these stories from time to time for the Chicago Fisi.o. The 
Commodore, In Illustration of the spirit and utter fearlessness of 
Dortery, told the following story: 

“When Ingram and he were down there before, they bad 
neither of them ever sent a load at a panther, and were so ex¬ 
tremely anxious to secure a trophy that they persuaded Tom to 
get on bis little pony, and, after putting them on stands, drive a 
little patch that was almost certain to hold a 1 varmint’ as Tom 
calls them. As good luck would have it, Tom roused a 1 terror ’ 
that started right for the boys. Seeing them with such an excel¬ 
lent chance just before them, Tom began yelling like an Indian, 
and starting through the bushes and grass as hard as he could 
go, to be in at the death. As he went, swinging his hat over his 
head he yelled to Ingram and West; 

“ * Hold him! boys, hold him! hold him! till I come, I want to 
see the fun. Hold him till I come.’ 

“He made such a noise that the panther took the alarm and shot 
off In a new direction, without Ingram orWest getting a glimpse 
of him." 

The next morning, Monday, we continued on up the river and 
dined at Chandler's, where we met a party of three who, that 
evening, started on a trip that we had contemplated. They were 
to go down the river to the lake, turn to the right and go down 
the west shore to Fish Eating Creek, up the creek to Lake Flirt, 
from whence theheadwatersof the Caloosahatchte can be gained. 
Once on the Calooeahatchle, It Is plain sailing down to the Gulf. 
We learned afterward that they did accomplish the feat, but the 
work was tremendous. 

Monday night we spent with Art Doftery, and the next at Gum 
Hammock, where the Commodore hilled a large fat doe. 

Wednesday was a beautiful sunshiny day, and we saw more 
’gators than on any other day oa the trip. 

Wednesday night found us at Fort Kissimmee. Thursday at 
Kissimmee Prairie. Friday evening we stopped on Gardiner’s 
Island long enough to kill some blue heron and a turkey or two. 

Friday night was spent at Whaley’s. Whaley was the owner 
of our boat; and here our long boat ride ended. He was the 
happy possessor of the finest orange grove in that part of the 
country. By those who partook of his boepltallty on that oc¬ 
casion he will ever be held in grateful remembrance. The next 
day we hired his ox cart and team to transport ourselves and 
goods to McDonald’s, our starting point. 

Loaded down with oranges, lemons and the like,we bade adieu 
to the Whaley’s, and started on the homestretch with heads well 
up and stepping high. 

About noon we rest hed Long Prairie where a ferry was to 
transport us to the other side. According to the Florida rule,we 
fired two shots in quick succession as a signal for the ferryman to 
come over for passengers. While waiting we killed some beautiful 
specimens of pink curlews which seemed very plentiful at that 
place. Soon afterward the flat-bottomed ferry-boat reached the 
shore and putting out a board or two for runners, we rolled the 
cart on board. The oxen followed the cart, and we piled in 
after the oxen, and were poled over to the other shore. Here the 
bank had such a gradual slope that the loaded boat stuck about 
two hundred feet from dry land. All the party had wet their 
feet that day except Ingram and I, so when the others jumped 
overboard to wade ashore, we stuck to the boat. The cart was 
run off of the boat and some distance away from it, but not out 
of the water. Ingram and I poled the boat up to shore until it 
grounded again, when the oxen were taken off. We poled up 
again until only twelve or fifteen feet lay between us and the cart 
from which we could reach the shore. Determined not to wet 
our feet, we ran out a board from the scow to the back board of 
the cart, along which Ingram crawled cautiously until he reached 
the cart. I followed, but unfortunately for our dry feet, stepped 
Into the cart back of the axletree, and as a natural consequence 
It commenced slowly to tip up. Ingram saw my mistake, and for 
that matter, so did I, but It did no good. That cart pole came 
higher and higher, until we were ignomlnlbusly dumped Into the 
mud and water. Water, ten inches, mud, three feet. 

The situation was softly striking, so the other fellows tell me. 
We two floundering around like mud turtles with the asthma, the 
cart, with uplifted tongue mutely calling on heaven to resent the 
outrage on Its susceptible feelings, the four oxen standing quietly 
on one side with Intense astonishment depicted on their honest 
faces, and those Infernal rascals on the bank, who had only wet 
their feet, yelling and howling with delight. While we were 
drying ourselves at a good fire the rest of the party bagged some 
paroquets that they discovered near by. We pitched our tent for 
the last time that night at the foot of Lake Conway, for the next 
night about eleven o’clock we reached McDonald’s. 

Jack Rooney, who had served us well and faithfully during the 
trip, left us at Orlando, and I have no doubt, drank our healths 
and his health, and long life and prosperity to you, and just one 
more for good luck, until he had to be carried around on a shut 
ter. 

Having brought our party back to McDonald’s, the starting 
point, I will close my little story. Our peregrinations had ex¬ 
tended over about eight hundred miles, taking five weeks to make 
them In. Had It not been for the high water we should have 
had more bunting and of a more exciting kind, bear, panther 
and wild-cat shoots; but as It was the camp was well supplied 
with venison and small game; birds, alligators, squirrels, rabbits 
and the like, were as plentiful as crows around a corn-field. 

This country that we passed through, so wild and uninhabited, 
will some years hence be owned by enterprising business men. 
The country will be opened up, tilled, cultivated, planted with 
orange and other tropical fruit trees. The noise of the steamboat 
will disturb the nocturnal meditations of the pensive ’gator, but 
for many years the southern portion of Florida, the country around 
Okeechobee will offer to the eager sportsman a field comparatively 
new, where he that thirsts for glory can achlove great renown by 
his exploits In the field and on the wave.

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The Messina or European Quail. 

Winstkd, Conk. 

Editor Chicago Field: —I have Just read your remarks on 
the Messina or European quail, wherein you ask for Information 
concerning that brisk little bird. To such as I have you are 
welcome. Early In December I went to visit a fellow clergyman 
who lives a few mtlee from my home. He too, is a lover of the 
gun. I had not gotten well Into the house when be said, “Do 
you want to see a bevy of quails! Have you your gun!” Now 
my gun was to my sleigh and my dog was exploring afound the 
bouse, for a subtle instinct (reason would work the other way, 
sometimes) always compels me to drop the gun under the seat 
during the bunting season. We soon found the tracks of the 
bevy on the snow, and Frank made one,or two false points. 
But they had gone for the day. 

My friend had seen them every day for a fortnight near Ms 


house, and had shot a few of them from his back door. He told I 
me they were Messina quails, and that they were very hard to 
kill.* 

The next day I was on band bright and early, and in teu min¬ 
utes we put up the flock, about fifteen, under a rail fence where 
they were feeding on weeds. They flew into a wood near by, 
and hid among some laurels. To trail them on Bnow was not 
easy, and they lay so close that we only put up three or four. 

Nor do they seem to have so strong a scent as our common 
quails. I saw a good pointer walk over their track and even 
flush a"bevy without making game. But my setter Frank took 
to them from the first. Ha made a handsome point in the wood 
on a slDgle bird, which on my approach walked out from Its re¬ 
treat, then ran for about four feet, feathers pressed close to its 
body, aDd jumped Into the air and was off like the discharge 
from a gun. I fired after it, and missed. That Is a way I have, 

Mr. Editor. After considerable effort and the outlay of much 
time and money, I have attained considerable skill In missing. 

Toward the end of the day we found the bevy again In the 
open. They were calling in melodious tones, and the air was 
musical on all Bides. The call differs bvft very slightly from that 
of our own quails. We putthe.ro up in pairs, or single birds, for 
they were somewhat scattered. Some (lew into the wood, and 
others out among the hard hack. They lay very close for the 
dog, though at times showing that they could run like hares. It 
was excellent sport, and as we missed and missed, my friend 
said, “These are capital birds to practice ehootlug on. 1 hope 
they will continue to import them." “No," I replied, "It is too 
discouraging. I would as soon shoot at the ghosts of quails.’’ 

A few days after, I got them up on au adjoining field, but 
after that they were seen no more. We think they have mi¬ 
grated, as they have not been seen since the last week of De¬ 
cember. 

My friend says that two broods of those birds were reared 
near his bouse. 

A part of the Interest of these facts arises from the fact that 
no European quails were put down nearer this place than thirty 
miles to the West; at least so far as we know, these birds mi¬ 
grated here last Spring, but whether from the South or from 
some lots Imported last year, we do not kuow. It also seems 
probable that the flock which lived near my friend’s house 
through six weeks of snow, up to the end of December, were 
driven away, not by the cold, put by the Impertinence of our 
guns. Is It possible for them to change their migratory habit, 
or does the bird In Europe wait for the snows of Mid-winter 
before starting for bis Winter home! On one thing you may 
depend, namely, that these were Messina quails. 

Clericus. 


The following extract from the report of the Commissioners of 
Fisheries and Game of Maine for the year 1880, regarding the 
European or Messina quail, will be read with interest: 

“ It Is quite generally known that a large number of quails 
were imported from Europe this year, and liberated at various 
places In the United States and Canada. More than one-half of 
the total number were distributed In Maine. These birds were 
purchased by private subscription, but as they have now come 
under the protection of our department we give thiB mention of 
them, which may prove of interest to our farmers and sports- 
men. 

“ThiB quail (Cotumiz communu) Is the common migratory quail 
of Europe, that for centuries has crossed the Mediterranean sea 
from Its Winter home In Africa to Its breeding places throughoul 
Europe, returning again to Africa In the Autumn. The bird re- 
sembles In outward appearance our American partridge (Oriyx 
vtrginianui) that Is termed 1 quail ’ In New England. The migra¬ 
tory quail Is one-third smaller, and the throat of the male bird Is 
marked with dark brown or black, that extends from the bill 
downward. The note of the quail may be expressed, as nearly 
as Ib possible to translate Into words or syllables, by 1 who-eat— 
wheat — wheat,' the preliminary crescendo 'who' not being beard 
at a great distance, but the three clear notes may be heard a 
quarter mile away. Often the notes seem to come from a bird 
near by, but really afar off, and perhaps In another field not near 
the listener. . „ ,, 

“The quail Is strictly a terrestrial bird, and inhabits the fields, 
where It also nests. Fifteen eggs to a nest Is not an unusual 
number, and as each egg, laid by a bird of but three or four 
ounces weight, Is as large as the egg of our robin, we have been 
frequently asked how so small a bird manages to hover and hatch 
so many eggs in one nest. 

“Thenest Is adepresslon hollowed In the ground,and lined with 
grass by the bird. In this nest are laid the eggs In regular or¬ 
der, upon the bottom and around the sides of the nest, the upper 
ones supported by the eggs beneath and the sides of the shallow, 
bowl-Uke nest. While sitting, the body of the bird Is surround¬ 
ed upon breast and sides by the eggs, while Its wings are raised 
to cover the top layer of eggs upon each side. Many nests of 
fifteen eggs each have been reported as found and all the eggs 
were hatched. 

"One nest of eighteen eggs deserves especial mention, aa of In 
terest to students of ornithology. The eggs in this nest were 
laid in tiers or layers most carefully and compactly arranged, one 
above the other, as if placed by the hand of man, the bottom 
layer most entirely hid from view by the eggs above. But. 
twelve of these eggs were hatched, and evidently the bird was 
too ambitions. Probably the bottom eggs were so covered by 
others that not sufficient warmth was Imparted to them from the 
body of the bird. 

“The eggs of the quail are of a greenish color,profusely blotched 
with brown. Like other eggs, If deserted and left exposed to 
the sunlight for days, the color will fade until It becomes almost 
white. This year the eggs were laid In June and hatched In July. 
The young birds leave the nest as soon as hatched, and mature 
very rapidly, being strong of wing in September. 

“A quail’s nest may be Identified by the number of eggs from 
eight to fifteen to each nest. None of our native Maine field birds 
lay so many. 

“Farmers are requested, when finding nests in hay-fields, to 
leave a square yard of grass standing about It; or If mowed 
over, to place some small branches around and over the nest, so 
that it may not be deserted. 

“Among the noteworthy characteristics of the quail are Its gen¬ 
tleness, and the extreme pertinacity with which It adheres to Its 
domestic duties. We found two nests with eggs within a few 
rode of a farmhouse, where a lot of the birds had been liberated, 
and Close by a traveled highway, as weil as near a railroad. The 
birds were occasionally observed among the chickens about the 
house. 

“Quite a number of quails have been killed by mowing machines. 
One might naturally suppose that the clatter of one of these ma¬ 
chines approaching would sufficiently alarm any bird, even while 
sitting upon Its eggs, to canse It to leave Its nest temporarily. 
But some have had their heads cut off by the knives, and In 
one Instance the machine was a typical ‘ Juggernaut,’ the wheel 
passing over and completely crushing the quail and its eggs In 
the nest beneath it. .a 

“The quails have a strong scent, readily detected by setters ana 
pointers, but they often seek to escape by concealment, or with- 
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out taking flight. They are fast runners, and In a field trial on 
there birds under the present system of awards and demerits, the 
dogs possessed of the finest * nose,’ or scenting powers, would 
be handicapped, and receive a score of demerits for 1 false 
points,’ as It would not Infrequently occur that the bird, or birds, 
would hot be flushed before the dog, although there when the 
point was first made. 

‘‘Some young quails were captured near 8t. John, N. B., this 
year, although none were liberated nearer than at St. Stephen. 
Several quails were beard and seen near Macblaa throughout the 
Summer and Autumn. None had been liberated nearer than the 
Penobscot valley on the west, and at Calais, forty miles to the 
east. This Is not remarkably however, In consideration of the 
fact tbat a quail can easily fly fifty miles within an hour. Unlike 
our American partridge, or ‘quail,' It Is capable of long-sus¬ 
tained flights, without stopping to rest. 

“QuallB live upon the ground In open fields, and feed upon 
seeds and Insects. Farmers should be Interested In protecting 
these birds for propagation, and public attention Is called to the 
special law for their protection: 

• ' No quail shall be killed, or had In possession, except alive, 
any time previous fo September 1, 1883, under penalty of $25 
for every offence, and f 1 additional for each quail killed or had 
In possession except alive. Chap. 189, public laws 1880. 

‘The general law of the state provides for their protection after 
the expiration of this special law.” 

Through the efforts of Mr. Everett Smith, one of the com¬ 
missioners, 3,600 quails were Imported by private subscription, 
last June, and were liberated In different parts of the state soon 
after their arrival. Mr. 8mlth at the time Issued a circular re¬ 
questing future observations of the birds, nesting, date of de¬ 
parture, and arrival each succeeding Spring, to be forwarded to 
him. 

The cat, as a destroyer of game, receives the attention of the 
commissioners, which we quote for the benefit of our readers 
generally. That catB destroy a large number of game and other 
birds, annually, there Is little doubt, for, as the commissioners 
state, they are to be found In the Sprlug, Summer and Autumn, 
in I he fields seeking birds to destroy: 

" We mention cats, not as game, but as the most deadly 
enemies to our feathered game and song birds. Many Instances 
have been already reported of quails caught by cats, and the un¬ 
suspicious nature of these birds renders them an easy prey to the 
feline marauders. One cat Is reported as having been seen to 
retflrn home with six quails in the course of a few weeks dur¬ 
ing the nesting season. Of course one can only conjecture how 
many that cat killed and ale without being observed by any 
one. Another cat waa Been to bring home three woodcocks. 

“But although the cats commit this havoc among our game 
birds, by far the greatest evil caused by them Is suffered by the 
farmers, to whom a cat is a costly pet. All through the Spring, 
Summer and Autumn the cats venture out from tbelr homes to 
seek tbelr favorite tld-bits, the birds, and the best of care and 
food will not keep them from doing this. One may frequently 
see them crouching by the roadside or skulking along a hedge or 
ditch, seeking not for mice but for birds, destroying the mother 
bird sitting on its nest and t he fledgling birds. Now do the 
farmers realize the evil results tot them caused by the death of 
these birds? We think not, and would, therefore, call their at¬ 
tention to what Is really a serious evfl. 

“Excepting the hawks, and other rapacious birds, all our birds 
are Insectivorous In their habits, very many of them subsisting 
wholly upon insects and their eggB, of which a single bird will 
consume an Immense number dally. But for these birds the face 
of the earth would bff made desolate by a scourge of Insects. As 
the birds about a farm destroy millions of Insects every year, It 
behooves the farmer to afford all possible protection to these 
birds that render him such valuable service. There Is a sufficient 
number of natural enemies to the birds to preserve the balance 
of nature and prevent a too great Increase of birds, and the do¬ 
mestic cat has been Introduced by man, and by him should be re- 
moved. 

“The mischief that might be done by all the rate and mice 
caught by the ordinary cat lu the course of the year would be 
bht a trifle as compared to the evil results possibly due to the de¬ 
struction of the birds. We urge ouw farmers to kill the cats. 
You cannot afford-to keep them, unless It be In confinement con¬ 
stantly, except while the snow Is on the ground, and nearly all 
our birds are goue. Every little bird killed by them graute life 
to many thousands of Insects.” 


Kill the Hawks.—D edham, Mass.—Editor Chicago Field: _ 

While hunting quails Id Virginia, a few years ago, my companion 
(a Southern gentleman) waa continually flrlDg at hawka at dis¬ 
tances where there was not one chance in ten of killing, although 
many of them were undoubtedly hit. Upon remonstrating with 
him for wasting big ammunition, he Informed me that for every 
bird that he hit hard enough to draw blood, there would be one 
lees hawk; for the hawk would keep pecking at the wound until 
It created a sore that would In a short time cause his death. 
Acting upon his theory I have fired many shotB that otherwise I 
should not, and hope that I have been the means of killing many 
of these great destroyers of our game birds. T.

The I*ittstmr«li Show. 

From our Special Reporter 

The third annual bench show given by the Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania Poultry Society, closed on Wednesday night, at ten o'clock, 
after one of the most successful exhibitions of dogs ever held In 
this country. When we say It was a success from Monday morn¬ 
ing, the time the doors were thrown open to the public, until the 
books of the genial and pains taking secretary were closed with a 
handsome balance In favor of the society, we mean all that the 
term implies. 

We have seen on several occasions just as good a collection of 
dogs, and have attended shows that were equally well managed 
In many departments, but we are free to say we have never had 
the pleasure of witnessing a show that was so much of a success 
in all of its features. As a consequence, there Is little room for 
criticism. It affords us pleasure to record It aB a model show. 

Pittsburgh the country over Is known as the “ Smoky Hollow” 
of America, and to a stranger, the soot from the many manu¬ 
facturing establishments which nearly surround the city, Is a lit¬ 
tle disagreeable. Pittsburghers don’t mind It, having learned to 
let alone any stray piece of soot that happens to lodge upon their 
noses, while a non-resident ts almost sure to attempt to brush it 
off, and as a result leaves the distinguishing mark between a 
native and a foreigner. 

Right here In the midst of all this smoke are to be found as 
line a collection of thorough sportsmen as can be found in Amer¬ 
ica ; in fact we doubt If any other city can show a class of sports¬ 
men to equal them; audit ia not surprising when we consider 
how popular are field sports in and about Pittsburgh, that aQ un¬ 
dertaking like the recent one should have been Bucb a grand suc¬ 
cess. 

In the selection of the old City Hall, where the show was held, 
the management secured a building well adapted to the purpose. 
The location Is good, and the second floor where the dogs were 
shown was dry, warm, and well ventilated, without any disagree¬ 
able draughts coming in contact with the dogs; and as a result, 
the doge looked at the close none the worse for their three days’ 
confinement; In fact, Borne of them looked better when they left 
the show than when they came Into It. Besides having a com¬ 
fortable look, the Hall and many of the stalls were so tastefully 
decorated as to give the whole a picturesque appearance. The 
stalls of the “Laverack ” Kenne' aud those of the “Superior ” 
Kennel were particularly attractive, and like many others were 
Improved with pictures from the Cbicago Field. 

As usual Mr. Lincoln waa untiring In his effort to please every 
one, and to us It Is a miracle how he could give such close at¬ 
tention to details, and hear the continual “buzzing” from morn¬ 
ing untlllate at night without a ruffle. So popular has Mr. Lin¬ 
coln become, as a manager of shows, that he Is almost Indispen¬ 
sable. So thought the exhibitors when, upon the last day of 
the show, they presented him, through Mr. Henrlcks, a hand¬ 
some testimonial of the value of fifty dollars. Mr. Lincoln’s 
shows always run smoothly, but on this occasion there was a 
promptness of action in all departments, that reflects creditably, 
not ouly upon the superintendent, but upon the society and Its 
efficient attendants. 

As early as 8 o’clock Monday morning visitors began to put 
In an appearance, and the attendance Increased during the day, 
lu aplte of the disagreeable state of the weather. Nearly four 
thousand people passed the door during the day and evening. 
Tuesday was even a buBler day for the ticket taker, the hall 
being crowded day and night, almoat to Its full capacity ; and 
up to the last hour Wednesday night there were still a few to 
take a last look at the dogs. 

From a financial point of view the show was as great a suc¬ 
cess as It was lu every other particular. This Is gratifying to'-ua, 
and encouraging for the society In the future. 

In point of members the show was not what would be termed 
large, although three hundred entries, twice the number of any 
previous show held there, made it a very good average show, and 
when we consider the quality waa equal to the best, It takes rank 
at once with the foremost. 

Of the sporting classes, the setters were far ahead of the point¬ 
ers, and we do not remember having seen a better and more even 
lot. Some of them which liajj been worked durtog the season 
were of course a little out of feather, but the general condition 
of the setters and the pointers also was excellent. 

Among the hound varieties, the beaglee were wonderfully 
fine, being beyond a doubt the best class of the kind ever shown 
in America. As there were quite a number of the entries from 
Maryland which were of the variety known as bench leg beagles, 
Dr. Twaddell judged the beagle classes as beagles, and Maryland 
bench leg beagles. Quite a discussion arose as to the propriety 
of the term, and various names for the creation of a permanent 
class was suggested to the society; some advocating “Bow leg,” 
others “Crooked leg,” and still others “Bench leg.” The latter 
term we consider appropriate, as It signifies just what the term 
Implies; the leg of a bench; that Is, legs turned out at the feet 
similar to the legs of a piano. “Bow leg” for these dogs would 
be a misnomer, as It signifies directly opposite to Bench leg; the 
one turns Id, where the other turns out. The society finally 
adopted the name of “American bencb-legged beagles,” and at 
their next show will make for them a separate class. We con¬ 
sider the word American not only superfluous, but absolutely 
wrong, as these dogs came originally from England, and can be 
found there now, a separate and distinct type of beagles; simply 
Bench-legged beagles would have been sufficient to distinguish 
them from the ordinary beagle,' which Is more of a miniature 
fox-bound. 

Id the non-sporting classes we were somewhat surprised to see 
so much quality, as It Is generally considered that to New Fork 
and Boston belong the honor of a flrstrdass collection of toy 
dogs; but at i’lttsburgb, some of these dogs that rejoiced lu a 
plain V.H.C. were wbat would be called prize winners at a good 
show. The skyes were exceptionally good, and we do not hesi¬ 
tate to say they were the best lot we have ever seen toget her. 
Fox terriers were ajpe excellent, as also were the Yorkshire ter¬ 
riers, and Italian greyhounds. None of these classes were large, 
but It took a good one to win. 

The judging commenced promptly at two p. m. Monday, Major 
■I. M. Taylor, of Lexington, Ky., handling the setters and point¬ 
ers, while Dr. L. H. Twaddell, of Philadelphia, took charge of 
the balance. More painstaking and efficient judges It would 
have been Impossible to have secured, and owners of doge which 
were beaten, were, as a rule, satisfied at least, that the judges 


had endeavored to do their duty. Of course It Is difficult for 
even a sensible man to persuade himself that his dog was beaten 
on Its merits. If that dog happens to be a first-class specimen, 
and makes a close race for the prize, but In nearly every Instance 
the decision of the Judges was gracefully accepted, and “ kick¬ 
ing” was not Indulged In. In the setter classes, from beginning 
to finish, Judge Taylor proved himself the most thorough aud 
careful judge we have ever met, and he Is entitled to much 
credit for the manner In which he picked them out. The com¬ 
petitors In some of the desses he judged were so nearly equal It 
was like splitting hairs to determine between first, second, and 
V.H.C.; and although, io some Instances, the perspiration flowed 
freely from the Major's brow, lu a room where overcoats were 
not uncomfortable, he solved the problem each time beyond 
question; and In every Instance, we most heartily confirm his 
setter awards. 

THE DOGS. 

English Setters. —In the champion dog class, two good oneB 
faced the judge, Mr. A. H. Moore’s Leicester aud Dr. Fleet 
Spelr's St. Elmo, both well known prize winners. Leicester 
never looked better; although nine years old, he looked more the 
puppy than be did four years ago. Notwithstanding his prestige 
Is equal to that of any English setter In America, and he was as 
fit to win as he ever was, Lewis felt a little uneasy for the old 
dog’s laurels when he led him out alongside of St. Elmo, who 
was In the pink of condition, and bad won fo New York last 
Spring over a capital claas. Leicester was awarded the prize. 
In the’charoplon bitch class Mr. Moore’B Rosy Morn being 
absent, Mr. D. Bryson's Peep O'Day bad a walk over. Peep 
O'Day Is one of the most promising young bitches In the country, 
tDd when thoroughly matured, will be fit company for anything 
we know of. The open classes for dogs and bitches were both 
good, the latter the belter of the two. From among the doga, 
Thunder was selected to take the prize, and second went to his 
full brother, Duke of Beaufort. Thunder Is a beautiful blue 
beltou, by Pride of the Border, out of Fairy IT, and although 
four yearB of age, has been rather obsc re for a dog of file qual¬ 
ity. We always admired him, and were pleased to see him prop¬ 
erly placed, because he Is the type of Laverack we admire. Mr. 
Moore’s Duke of Beaufort, who was a good second, is the same 
type, and full brother to Thunder. Spark, the winner of first In 
the bitch class, was a “dark horse," and when her owner, Mr. 
Wilson, of Pittsburgh, led her before the judge, there was a 
smile on bis face that seemed to say. “ I’ll outshine anything In 
this rln and the exhibitors, too, thought she was a full blaze 
Instead of a little Spark. She Is a lemon belton, by Carlowltz— 
Magnet, and besides being strictly handsome, Is shaped for hard 
work. We think she was shown a little too fat, and would have 
looked even better had some of the flesh been run off of her. 
Mr. Moore’s Lass O'Gowrte was Io this class, but was so much 
out of condition, we were surprised that her owner should have 
shown her. In her poor condition, she took with Peeress and 
Minerva V.H.C., after Mr. Hartley's Ruby, second. 

Native English Setters.— Of the eighteen that faced the 
judge, not one was a weed, and It gave Major Taylor much dif¬ 
ficulty to select the winners. Snellenburgife McConnel's Mac kLav- 
erack was awarded first, and the same owuers’ Dick Laverack was 
placed second. Unfortunately Dr. T. Clay Maddux'Marquis of 
Lome had lostaportton of bis tall, which took off the V. from the 
H.C., he received? The bitches were quite as good as the dogs. Dr. 
Fleet Spelr’s Lizzie Lee,the winner of flratjs exceedingly handsome 
and a more arlatocratlc looking bitch It would be difficult to find. 
From the tip of her nose to the end of her tall ehe Is what might 
be termed a thoroughbred of the first water. She Is by Druid— 
Millie, both noted prize winners; and It will be remembered Liz¬ 
zie Lee won the Nebraska field trials. In the class for dog pup¬ 
pies, M.tck Laverack won easily. For a puppy he Is remarkably 
floe, and it he developes as be promises to, will make something 
extraordinary. He was catalogued at *300, and was claimed by 
Mr. D. McKay Lloyd, of Pittsburgh. The bitch puppies were also 
good: first going to Mr. Geo. W. Moore’s Dolly May; Lu Laver- 
ack. Countess Anna, and MinervaII, got each a V.H.C. 

Irish Setters. —Id making classes for Irish setters the 8oclety 
wlselv discarded the absurd Idea of making a class for red Irish 
and red aud white Irish setters. Practically all Irish setters are 
red aud white. We venture to say there are not a half-dozen all 
red setters In America, and we doubt very much If there are half 
that number. The older as well as the modern breeders of this 
class of dogs do not pretend to breed all red setters, although 
dogs with much white are not considered first-class specimens. 
This Is understood by all judges capable of officiating at a show, 
and according to any scale of points that are recognized as being 
anything like correct, a dog with much white could not win. It 
is a fact, however, that there are many so-called red and white 
Irish setters that are fine, well-made dogs; and these, It may be 
urged, Bhould not suffer for want of a claas; but If they have so 
much white as to debar them from competing In an Irish setter 
class they are eligible to tbe English setter class, and os 
such can be properly judged; for even tbe purest Irish setters 
are simply an English setter with a red coat, and where these 
dogs lack the distinguishing characteristic of the Irish setter, 
their Individuality Is gone, and they should be Judged just as 
English setters are Judged, without regard to color. We never 
could see why a red and white dog, no matter which of the two 
colors predominate, should receive any extra merit for his color, 
any more than a black and white setter should. The deep red of 
the pure Irish Is gotten at a great sacrifice, and breeders expect 
their doga to get a special recognition far It The same thing Is 
true of Gordons. In tbe champion class for red Irish setters, 
Berkley took the prize over the Baltimore Kennel Club's Derg. 
Both are good-looking doge, but Berkley has an aristocratic finish 
seldom seen In any dog. If the term would be admissible, he Is 
a gentleman, and always looks as If he was right out of a band- 
box. Loo II was awarded the prize In the champion class for 
bitches, over Mr. Gregg's Nell. Loo begins to show her age 
about the face, and with her long beDch show record ought to be 
retired on berlaurels. Mr. McIntosh's Biz. a handsome upstand¬ 
ing dog with a nice coat, took the prize In tbe open class for dogs, 
Mr. A. H. Moore’s Raleigh getting second; Dr. W. A- Strother’s 
Film waa close up with V.H.C. The bitches were not quite as 
good a lotas tbe dogs. Mr.Pierce’s Gussle and Mr. Hennessey’s 
Norah took first and second respectively. Flash, winner In the 
class for dog puppies, snd Red Lion, winner In the class for bitch 
puppies, were both fair epeclmeos. 

Gordon Setters. —When Mr. Farrar’s Rupert and Mr. Moore’s 
Bob were led out for tbe judge’s Inspection, It wse evident to a can- 
nolfwur that it would require some fine figuring before the Judge 
would be able to pick the winner. At first sight It appeared Bob 
was a long way the better dog, but upon dose inspection bis 
markings, although beautiful to look at, are not quite according 
to the standard, tbe tan running too much Into tbe black and ex¬ 
tending to the end of tbe flag; whereas the markings should be 
distinct, and no tan 1s admissible beyond the center of the flag. 
It Is a pity to handicap such a grand looking dog as Bob with 
these little technicalities, bat each Is tbe rigid ruling In regard 
to Gordons; and many a well made and really handsome dog 
has been beaten by some brute who bad nothing to commend him 
but hts nice black and tan. So high are these msrktuga rated, 
that we can form little Idea of wbat a prize-winning Gordon sig¬ 


nifies After a thorough examination Bob was swarded tbe prize. 
Stella, a good fair bitch, a little light In the head for her strain, 
had a walk-over lu tbe champion bitch class. A young son of 
Rupert, owned by W. J. Farrar, won easily In the open class. 
Barring a lack of substance In the quarters, he le the finest Gor¬ 
don we have teen, aud should he fill out In this point, some of tbe 
old dogs will be compelled to stand aside when he meets them. 
Stubble, the winner of second, Is a fair dog. First, In the bitch 
class, went to Jessie, a rather shapely bitch, with nice markings, 
but too leggy for a Gordon. Nell, who took second, was more 
on the Gordon order except her head, which waa too light. Mr. 
Hennessey’s Grouse II and Gypsy It, each had a walk-over Io 
puppy classes. , 

Pointers. —As there wflre no entries In the large champion 
pointer class the first In order was the small pointer champlou 
class. In which were Donald and Rush, both prize winners, and 
generally conceded to be the two best light-weight pointers 
In tbe country. Here came the tug of war, aud the 
decision In this case Is the only one we do not fully Indorse. 
However, they were so close, that it only becomes a matter of 
opinion between us and the judge. We preferred Donald; he 
preferred Rush. We looked them over carefully in their stalls, 
saw them on the floor several times, and were Blow to make up 
our mind which we preferred, feeling that If we had taken one, 
we should wish we bad taken tbe other. They are two very diffi¬ 
cult doge to judge against each other, as they are of eotlrely 
different types. Rush le a fine smooth lemon and white, Donald 
is a tough, hardy looking little liver and white. Rush 1 b decidedly 
the better In head aud neck, also In chest between the shoulders; 
and while he has a more eloping shoulder, It Is not as long as 
Donald’s. In depth of cheat we thlDk Donald tbe better. Rush 
Is let down better In the chest, but It does not extend as far 
back as Donald’s. Both have good backs aod tails, but lu tbe 
quarters Donald Is by far the better, and their positions to our 
mind binged ou tbe question of a bead against a ham. We pre¬ 
ferred the poorer head with the good ham, to a good head and 
poor ham; and we ard especially particular In regard to this point 
In pointers, as It Is such a common failing. In setters It la Dot 
common to meet poor quarters aDd stifles, quite the reverse, 
while In pointers good quarters are the exceptions; and before 
this la got rid of, the penalty will have to be increased. In the 
champion pointer bitch class the judge again had to compare >he 
liver and white with the lemoa and white. Mrs. Moore’s Lady 
Romp was awarded tbe prize, Comorn, belonging to tbe Baltimore 
Kennel Club, giving her a close race for the place. The open 
clossee for large dogs was rather an ordinary clasB; Banjo, a rather 
coarse dog got the prize, and Mr. Reynolds' Tom took second, 
and Twig, H. C. Ealy’s Nellie R., the only entry lu the large 
bltco class, was given the ribbon. She le a good fair made bitch 
of a beautiful fawn color, an uncommon color for a poiDter. Two 
of tbe doga In the open claas for small pointers were thrown out 
for being over weight. La Guy being absent, only four of the 
seven entries were left; of which Fawcett’s Duke took first; 
Dick second; R>ver H. C. The most perfect modeV of a small 
pointer bitch was Mr. Orgill’e Rue, the wfflner lu her class. She 
Is small, but what there Is of her Is simply perfect. Cleo the 
secoud prize bitch Is quite a nice one, but lacks tbe graceful 
shape of Hue. There were ouly two puppieB in tbe dog class 
worthy of notice. These were Mr. Fawcett’s Duke and Gar¬ 
field, respectively first aDd V.H.C. Mr. Lewis’Fan, a fair bitch 
puppy, won In her class, aDd hie Nell got V.H.C. 

Irish Water Spaniels. —Dr. Twad lell began his duties In a 
class of Irish water spaniels, so poor be could Dot find, one 
worthy of the first prize. To Major, tbe best lu the lot he 
gave second, aud withheld the first. 

Cocker Spaniels— Were a good class. Mr. Moore’s Nell, a 
worthy bitch, getting first, Mr. Adams' Fiora second. Mr. 
Moore’s Lee, the only entry In the class for field spaniels other 
than cockers, waa awarded the prize. Field spaniels arc always 
an unsatisfactory class, and not until tbe proper parties take up 
the matter, will we be able to breed a satisfactory field spaniel 
for American shooting. The only place where they are really 
useful In this country Is lu thick woodcock coverts, and the 
variety beat adapted for this purpose should bo the only class 
recognized. As It Is now we have the several varieties of the 
Springer, aod the different styles of cockers, each with Its distin¬ 
guishing characteristics. To make separate classes for all, Is not 
only asking too much of any show, but the awards wheu made 
would be poor Indications of the quality of the winners. To 
make a general class for field spaniels, and throw all together, 
would be equally wrong, as In one case a cocker would win, then 
a clumber or a Sussex, and so on without anything satisfactory 
being accomplished. If the proper dog was determined upon, 
aud a scale of points adopted, the fittest would survive,aud these 
little dogs would become more popular. 

Hounds. —Granger and Rover, first and second in tbe fox¬ 
hound class, were fair bounds. So close to Philadelphia, we ex¬ 
pected to see a better class. Tbe beagles, however, made up 
In quality what the foxhound class lacked. The entries were not 
large, but every one was good, and as there were two types, 
the judge and exhibitor petitioned the society to make two 
classes, which waa accordingly done. In the original claas, 
85 for beagle dogs, Dr. T. Clay Maddux and General F. A. Bond's 
Dyke, and Pottlnger Dorsey's Major were drawn, and entered 
In the new close 85} for Marylaod bench leg beagles. Major 
took first, and Dyke second. In tbe regular beagle class Fly 
waa awarded first, and Harry second Both were excellent 
specimens. In class 36 Mr. Chas. Illlg’s Jennie waa the only 
bench leg; the balance being a grand lot of straight-leg beagles. 
Of these, Dr. Maddux and General Bond’s Lulu was first, Mr. 
Stovel's Nancy a good second, with Venus, Dot and Lucy well 
up, and were worthily mentioned. -Besides Jennie (from class 
36) Dell, a beautiful puppy four months old, originally entered 
In the puppy dlass, was entered In class 36} for Maryland bench 
leg beagle bitches. Dell secured first, Jenule a good secoud. 
For best beagle puppy Mr. Baker’s Belle was awarded the prize, 
and of the three entries In the new class (37}) for Maryland 
bench leg beagle puppies, Dr. T. Clay Maddux and General 
Bond’s Dale, a litter sister to same owner’s Dell, was first. 
It Is but just to the gentlemen who owned the bench leg 
beagles, to say that their request to have them judged sepa¬ 
rately, was simply that they should have proper recognition, and 
for that end they were willing t6 lose their chance of winning 
a cash prize In the original class, for the sake of empty honor In 
a class of their own kind. 

Dachshunds. —In this class were two good specimens of the 
regular German Badger dog, and two Dice specimens of wbat is 
known as the Saasbruck Dachshund. Tb%sd are what might be 
properly termed a Dachshund terrier, or vermin hound, being 
smaller than the regular Dachshund,aud well adapted to this par¬ 
ticular use. Dr. Twaddell divided the class, giving first and 
secoud to Mr. Stovel’s Marguerite aud Gretchen, for regular 
Dachshund, aud equal first to Mr. Welskncher’a Max and Fan for 
Saasbrack’s 

Fox-Terriers— These dogs have become so popular of late, 
that It takes a cracker to get even a V.H.C. Id the dog elass 
both Bowstring, tbe winner of first, and Shot, the winner of sec¬ 
ond, were first claas specimens, with little to choose be¬ 
tween them. Nailer with a plain V.H.C., was also good. In tbe 
bitch class there were five good ones. Tussle secured first, and 
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Vixen second. Allamuchy Nell, tbe'wlnnlng pnppy, Is too pretty 
for sucb an ugly aame. The balance were all worthy of the men¬ 
tion they received. 

Greyhounds, Scotch deerhounds and mastiffs were not repre¬ 
sented. 

St. Bernards. —Of the three In this class two only were 
worthy of notice, and these were nothing to brag of. Tiger was 
awarded drat, and Snow Ball second. 

Newfoundlands. —Lion and Pinto first and second, were or¬ 
dinary only. „ 

Siberian or UlmDoos.— No entries. 

Collies. —There were two classes for shepherd dogs or collies, 
rough-coated and smooth-coated. As Ihe three entries In the 
class for smooth-coated dogs were more properly rough-coated 
dogs, Mr. Houghton’s Stella was given a V.H.C., and same own¬ 
er’s Nell, H.C., as rough-coated collies. Dr. Downey’s Tweed 
II, and same owner's Lass O'Gowrle won first and second. 

Bull Does.—There were but two entries. Doctor, the winner, 
h the finest specimen of a pure bull dog we ever saw. He was 
imported by his present owner Mr. Mortimer,and hasqulte agood 
English record. Turk, awarded second, was also good, but he 
lacked the thoroughbred ugly look of his competitor. 

Bull Terriers— Were rather an extraordinary good lot, all 
four entries being good. 811k II, winner of first la a pure white, 
and almost without a fault. Rose, who took second, was nearly 
as good. For V.H.C., we preferred Belle, who only got C., to 
Bell; the latter was the better shaped of the two, but was decid¬ 
edly off color. 

Skte Terriers.— Of the eleven entries In this class, the ma¬ 
jority were more than good, and the winners were exceptionally 
line. Mack, who wag In fine coat, beat Mr. Moore’s Tuck for first 
place, the latter taking second. Mr. Moore's Scottish Queen and 
Nip got V.H.C. and H.C., Paul Hacke's Isla getting a plain C., 
very commendable when we consider the high-class company she 
was In. 

Pugs. —First went to Mr. Moore’s Young 8ooty II; same owner’s 
May, second. Tlney was not to be found when the class was 
called. After the judgldg was over she tnnied up in a wrong 
box, where she had been carelessly placed. She was then judged 
alongside of the winners, and wrb awarded a V.H.C. over Jack, 
who had H C. 

Scotch Terriers.—O nly two entries; both fair. Captain 
first, and Sir Walter Scott second. 

Black and Tan Terriers. —Prlnnle and Nell, first and sec¬ 
ond, wore the only entries; both fair little dogs. 

Yorkshire Terriers. —These were an Improvement on the 
two preceding classes; Jimmy first; Flint second, and Sport 
V.H.C., were all above the average. 

King Charles or Blenheim Spaniels.—No eutrles. 

Italian Greyhounds. —Three very good ones In this class. 
Mr. Mooto’s Cream and Pearl first and second; Mr. Montgomery's 
Cressle, C. 

Miscellaneous and Foreign Class, —This class was Indeed 
a miscellaneous collection, and Instead of distributing honorB so 
lavishly as did the judge, we would have given Tip a fair poodle, 
first, Flash II, a tolerable Bedllngton terrier second, and sent the 
balance back without a notice. This class Is necessary for dogs 
of a recognized breed that have no class, and should not be filled 
with buckhounds, plain terriers or any mixed breed of dogs with 
nothing to commend them, but their novel titles. 

Special Classes. —Class A was a sweepstake for the beet 
setter of any breed In the show, and brought out a grand lot. 
Snellenburg &, McConnel’s pure Laversck Thunder, A. H. 
Moore’s Irish setter Berkley, Dr. Fleet Spelr’ts English setter 8t. 
Elmo, D. Bryson’s setter bitch Peep O’ Diy, and John S. McIn¬ 
tosh's red Irish setter Biz. The contest was narrowed down to 
Berkley and Thunder, the former Irish dog winning. There Is a 
general objection to this kind of a class, exhibitors arguing that 
when the best dog of his breed has been found, the object of the 
bench has been accomplished; but as there Is no barm arising 
from bringing the cracks of tbe different strains together, we see 
no reason why the public shall uot have a chance to judge which 
strain of dogs are being bred nearest to Its own standard. 
Class B. called for tbe second beet setter of any breed, but as 
It was a separate class, the best deg In It was not of 
a necessity tbe second best dog In tbe show. We think, this prize 
should have been given as a second prize In Class A.; that would 
have forced the winner, Leicester, to have met Berkley. If tbelr 
owner did notwlab to have them meet, one only would have been 
entered. As It was, the one went In one class under tbe protec¬ 
tion of the manner In wblcb tbe prizes were classified, and tbe 
other captured the honors In the other class. In Class C., for 
best Irish setter, Biz was a close competitor with Berkley, the 
winner. Class D. was simply a rejudgment of Donald and Rush. 
Rush having just beaten Donald It became a foregone conclusion 
In bis favor, but tbe question arises here, whether or not the 
judge would have been permitted to award this prize without 
again judging the dogs. We hold It would be wroog 
to give a dog a prize over another In tbe after¬ 
noon, simply because be had beaten him In the morn¬ 
ing, and the dog should In all cases be brought before 
the judge and re-examined. Of course this la more a matter of 
form than anything else; still no one has tbe right to assume a 
dog Is the same aDlmal In the afternoon that he was In the fore¬ 
noon. In so short a spacb of time a dog from accident Is liable 
to be disqualified, or he may be lost, or even die. In either cose 
the other dog would be entitled to the prize. Class E was for the 
best Gordon dog, and was easily won by Bob. Class F was a race 
between Leicester, Thunder and St Elmo, for beat English setter, 
and was won by Leicester. Class G, the last in the list, was a 
walk over for Mr. A. H. Moore. To have beaten his collection 
would have been difficult.

Mr. Williford Reviews Gladstone’s Race In the Eastern 
‘ Field Trials. 

8t, Louis, Mo. 

Editor Chicaho Field: —The verdict of the discontented 
field trlalera of tbe East seems to be pretty general against Glad¬ 
stone, his handler, the judges, and the rules. It does not seem 
to make any difference what standpoint they start from, the con¬ 
clusions are Invariably the same. 

Poor Gladstone t IIlyr'eln was not In going one thousand miles 
to “ beard the Hon In his den,” but In coming away with a vic¬ 
tory, gained over twenty-six of tbe best dogs that could be got 
together on Robin’s Island. Had be been beateD I suppose he 
would have been knighted for bis courage, but because “be came, 
he saw and be conquered,” tbe PblllstlneB are down on him,with 
bad grace and worse judgment, “like a thousand of bricks,” of 
which tbs following Is a select specimen from Forest and Stream: 

“ Mr. Bryson’s well-known black, white and tan se’ter dog 
Gladstone, bandied by C. B. Whltford, of 8t. Louis, Mo., and 
Mr. Bloodgood’s small black and white setter dog Nat, bandied 
by T. M. Aldrich, Providence, R. I., was tbe next brace, at, 10:15 
a m. They had bBen appropriately termed by Mr. Aldrich as 
tbe giant and the midget. Gladstone was turned down lu fine 
condition, and is, bevond question, tbe best built dog for going 
that we ever saw. He swept off at a terrific pace, coursing over 
bill and dale with tremendous strides, his style being simply 
perfect. To the astonishment of every one tiny Nat kept his lit¬ 
tle legs going to such good purpose that after being down five 
minutes a half a mile of the beat bad been gone over and judges 
and spectators were alike left In the rear, and tbe little fellow 
was not a bad second. On went Gladstone at an air-splitting 
pace, now and again slightly checking to the wind, and off again 
like a bird. At one word and hint from Wbltford he wonld drop 
to a trot In the brush, and away again In the open. Nat was all 
business during this trying ordeal. When tbe highest ground 
bad been reached on tbe east shore, Nat pointed in a brier patch 
where blrda had been running. There was no one present save 
the two band’ers, Judge von Lengerke, who throughout kept well 
up with the dogs, and one or two others and ourself. Whltford 
called Gladstone up, and as he rounded the briers he caught 
sight of little Nat, and backed. Nat was ordered on, and quick 
as a wink Wbltford, wbn was letting Gladstone go for all be 
was worth, circled him on ahead, and In a moment 
he brought np standing In grand form forty yards away on the 
hevy which lay along a hillside, pointing them at fully twenty- 
five yards. Nat at once stopped reading, and backed perfectly. 
Gladstone was awarded a point and Nat a back, who against any 
other dog and handler would have been In first, as he had un¬ 
doubtedly been the first to find. The bevy sprung wild, and 
Gladstone dropped to wing, and Nat. to order. On hill top the 
bevy pitched, and Nat got there first mol pointed In some briers 
where birds had struck and run down In a brushy hollow near a 
fence. A moment later, Whltford, who was in the hollow below, 
sent Gladstone up. On he came, going down wind at great, 
pace; he had passed between the briers and the fence some fif¬ 
teen yards when suddenly he whirled and came to a dropping 
point, with his head turnfid round toward the fence, and there he 
pointed like a rock, beyond question one of the finest points we 
ever saw or ever expect to see. The birds were moved along the 
fence In the brush thirty yards away. In a hollow filled up with 
briers, through which led a narrow path, Gladstone winded and 
pointed, went on and heat out the opposite hill side, returned and 
in same path pointed Bnd Nut backed, and the bevy flushed very 
wild, and topped the hill. On hill top In bunch of brlera Nat 
suddenly pointed, and Gladstone, who was a few feet back to one 
side, the next moment pointed a different bird. Three blrda 
were moved, a brace In front of Nat, and a Blngle bird by Glad¬ 
stone. Whltford shot, and missed; Nat dropped to wing, 
and Gladstone to order. It was then asserted that Gladstone 
had been called off point a few minutes before In some place— 
Wbltford supposing It to have been the place from where the hevy 
jumped. All this may be true, but we give Nat the full credit 
for an excellent find and great staunchness. Both dogs were 
scored a point by tbe judges, hut Nat certainly had tbe beat of it. 
Further on In a bushy hollow Gladstone pointed, and Nat twenty 
feet behind, backed splendidly. A bird was moved, and Whlt- 
ford’s wing broke It. On belog sent to retrieve, Gladstone passed 
the cripple several times, falling to locate It. Nat on 
belngordered to retrieve, crawled up the steep bank and returned 
at once with the bird alive, an excellent piece of steady work. 
Over the bank Gladstone pointed and Nat came up and backed 
splendidly. A bird was moved, but not shot at. The dead bird 
was thrown Into the hush and a gun discharged, and Gladstone 
retrieved properly. The brace was ordered up at 11:10 a. m., 
after being down five minutes under the hour,with Gladstone the 
winner. There Is no doubt that Nat three times during the heat 
showed either Gladstone or his handler the presence of the birds 
first, but while he was carefully reading Gladstone’s handler would 
boldly circle him the bird first. It was a very creditable perform¬ 
ance for little Nat, who found, hacked and retrieved In much 
better form, but though he has a clipping pace for so small a dog 
he was out-styled and out-paced from the start, hut In our opin¬ 
ion Nat won the heat, as It was a race between dogs, not hand¬ 
lers.” 

Here Is logic for you of the freshest character, but Its origi¬ 
nality Is to be commended, being totally unlike anything In vogue. 
It te quite common for an advocate In a weak cause to misstate 
the premises, or make hla argument so obscure as to leave a 
doubt whether or not his conclusions are correct. But when a 
man makes out one side of a case po thoroughly as tbe reporter 
of Forest and Stream made out Gladstone’s, we are naturally 
dumbfounded to see him conclude for tbe other side. 

Observe what he says of Gladstone’s speed and style: “Glad¬ 
stone was turned down In floe condition, and Is, beyond question, 
the best built dog for going we ever saw. He swept, off at a ter¬ 
rific pace, coursing over hill and dale with tremendous strides, 
bis style being simply perfect.” Could he have said more of the 
dog’s pace and style! Did be say as much of any other dog? 
Then certainly there la hut one conclusion on this point, and 
that Is that Gladstone was entitled, In that gentleman’s opinion, 
according to bis own statement, to full credit for each of these 
qualities, which, according to the Eastern Field Trials Club’s 
rules, are respectively fifteen and seven. 

The manner of Nat being “ not a bad second ” through tbe 
medium of bis “ little legs.” Is a Uttle obscure, and might be un¬ 
derstood as a second to Gladstone, whereas the reporter, If we 
are to believe be was writing the race as he saw It, meant he was 
second to bis handler, Mr. Aldrich, who, by the way, was third 
from tbe front when Gladstone was “ coursing over hill and 
dale ” In such magnificent style. According to tbe Chicaso 
Field Gladstone quartered fields faster than Nat could go through 
the center of them. As a matter of fact, Mr. Editor, Gladstone 
was stopped for Nat and bis handler to catch up, a fact which I 
do not think the reporter of Foreet and Stream will dispute.

How Ho Trained His Puppies. 

Putnam, Conn. 

Editor Chicago Field :—The following is the way I trained 
my puppies to hunt foxes and hares or rabbits. 

When the dogs were about two-thirds grown I secured a fre6h 
fox sklo; theu going away alone and getting behind a buosh of 
thick tushes I dropped the skin upon tbe ground and with a string 
dragged It for a mile or two through the bushes and woods. I 
then returned and on taking my dogs to the other side of the 
bush 1 apparently commenced a search, trying to Interest the 
dogs; and finally oncoming to the place where I commenced 
dragging the skin, I callgd attention to tbe trail, following It and 
encouraging the dogs, under apparent great excitement, all the 
way. The next time 1 went out I secured an old fox dog and let 
my dogs go with blm. With a little patience tb'e second or third 
trials I bave always succeeded ln teaching my dogs to be the beat 
fox bunting dogs I ever saw. 

In teaching a young dog to hunt rabbits l have always first pro¬ 
cured a rabbit, than hobbled him by tying his hind legs to pre¬ 
vent his running very fast, then with the dog In apparent great 
excitement, following up tbe rabbit and letting him catch it. In 
this way I have always been successful ln training and owning the 
best rabbit dogs knOwn In the circle of my sporting acquaint¬ 
ances. _ G- F. W.

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WHY THE PRAIRIE8 ARE TREELE88. 

Too much Importance cannot be attached to the efforts which 
are being made by legislation and direct personal application to 
encourage tree planting upon the pralrlee, of not only those 
central States politically claaaed as Western, but of the great 
plains which stretch between the Mississippi and the Rocky Moun¬ 
tains. It should be the endeavor of those who are versed In 
arboriculture to ascertain not only what trees will grow the most 
rapidly, so as to furnish wind-breaks for farm buildings and 
stock, shade for Summer heat, fuel, and fences; and what trees, 
Indigenous and Introduced will produce the best lumber for 
building and manufacturing purposes; but selection should be 
carefully made by Invest Igatlou and experiment of those com¬ 
mercial trees which, affording the best materials for mechanical 
purposes, will mature lu the shortest time. 

Nature Indicates to us what varieties take raoet naturally to prai¬ 
rie soil and climate by the belts of timber which line the streams 
and rivers; for It Is reasonable to suppose that the same trees will 
grow as well on the bare prairie as by the river If the soil Is aim 
liar and the humidity sufllclent. Experiments made under the 
auspices of the Government, and of the great railroad corpora¬ 
tions crossing the plains, ss well as by Individuals, havo abund¬ 
antly proved that It Is quite possible to grow trees and plants 
without Irrigation upon areas which, a few years ago, were 
deemed sterile, and termed “desert ” on the mupsof the country. 
The agricultural exhibits of Kansas and Nebraska cereals, pro¬ 
duced on eolls once regarded as worthless and unfruitful except 


aa are found to be most hardy, and leaat affected upon the up¬ 
lands and ridges, and the more tender varieties on the northern 
and eastern slopes, a situation and arrangement very different 
from what would naturally be adopted by those who have 
been taught to select a warm southern alope for such a purpose. 
That nothing of wood-making and fiber-producing power Is lack¬ 
ing In the constituents of the Boll, has been abundantly demon¬ 
strated. Whenever and wherever Its Inherent vitality has been 
stimulated by proper appliances, such aa Irrigation and cultiva¬ 
tion, It haa never failed to produce abundantly of vegetables, 
grain, or trees, Of course there are areas or tracts of alkali and 
sand, which are utterly useless and unreclatmable, but they are 
an Inalgnlllcant fraction of the vast whole, and need not enter 
Into (be general account. 

But there are certainly other causes than the one Immediately 
specified which combine to render the prairies treeless. In the 
drat place, the prairies are altogether destitute of tree germs. 
There Is no natural source of supply, except the droppings of 
migratory fowle, and the few Intersecting streams, which have 
tbelr sources lu the tree-covered mountains. It Is true that 
many seeds and nuts, ae well aa uprooted saplings, are borne 
down their currents, and take root aloDg the margins, where they 
grow Into thrifty belts of timber. These, It may be supposed, 
would naturally extend and spread over the adjacent prairie, In 
proceae of time; and so they undoubtedly would, but for the fact 
that the planted growth la constantly undermined and cut away 
by the ever-shifting channels of the capricious streams, which are 
subject to annual overdow from suddenly melting snow, or occa¬ 
sional cloud-bursts. Bvery year, too, the pralrlee are swept by 
scathing dree which check the spread of bordering forests, while 
vast herds of migratory buffalo and nomadic gramnlvoroua 
animals have kept the surface closely cropped of all vegetation, 
and Innumerable rodents have consumed the moist succulent 
dbers beneath the soil. In the aggregate the prairie streams do 
not afford a fraction of the required meanB of Irrigation. Grad¬ 
ually, as tree plantations multiply, eucouraged by wise and whole¬ 
some legislation, we shall sensibly appreciate the change for the 
better, aud the gauges will ahow the Increased amount of rain¬ 
fall from year to year. 

The cause of the prairies rematulng treeless Is no longer a 
mystery; neither la the natural fertility of the soil any more a 
question for debate. The Immediate great problem before ub Is, 
how to clothe the plains with verdure, and by what appeals to 
human greed of gain to stimulate men to assist In promoting a 
consummation eo vitally important to the future economic In¬ 
terests of the whole continent, 
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for paaturage, are unsurpassed by those of any other sections. 
8 o also, plantations of transplanted trees, as well as those raised 
from the seed, bedge-rows and shrubbery, all grown without Ir¬ 
rigation, establish the lDuate fertility of the soil and lt.e eapa- 
blllty for geuerous production. The extension of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad across Dakota has discovered what was popularly 
believed to he a mauvtis lerrr. to be really an unequaled wheat- 
growing region. 

The presence of trees, which gather and hold moisture, excites 
rainfall; therefore, every tree planted helps to disseminate 
showers and extend the area of rainfall. Absence of hu¬ 
midity Is the primary cause of the treeless condlttou of the 
plains. This Is the direct and Indubitable answer to a 
question which has engaged scientific Inquiry for the past forty- 
five years, although it la not the whole answer; for there is a 
combination of many causes to render the prairies treeless, and 
to lI^lfFthern bo. If we can ascertain the cause of this lack of 
moisture we shall discover the remedy and consequently a key to 
the rehabilitation of the prairies with verdure. Very Interesting 
theories have been advanced to explain the dearth of trees on the 
vast, area which extends transversely for five hundred miles from 
the Missouri river to the base of the Rocky mountains. Brief 
notes on the subject may be found lu White's Geology of Iowa, as 
well as more extended essays by Lesquereaux In Illinois reports, 
and Wlnchell in Sllllman’a Journal; hut they do not touch the 
root of the main cause, which Is directly attributable to the u«- 
inlcrntptcil rnrrp of the wind* across the unbroken, almost Illimi¬ 
table expanse. The prevailing wind of the pl-tlne, In Spring and 
early Summer Is from the southwest. At that season growing 
vegetation Is the most susceptible. If southwest winds pass over 
large bodies of water or of timber, tboy exercise an ameliorating 
Inlluence upon the climate of the region beyond—a factilluetrated 
In so many Instances that It cannot be gainsaid. Localities lu 
the same parallel of latitude, with a different aspect toward the 
water are not so favorably affected. This view Is very lucidly 
presented by H. W. S. Cleveland, of Chicago, In his elaborate 
treatise on " Forest Planting,” printed In 1873, a monograph 
which should be placed In the hands of every Intelligent farmer 
In the land. 

This effect of the southwest wluds Is manifested In a large 
scale by comparison of the east and west coasts of continents— 
California with New England, Spain and Italy with Massachu¬ 
setts, In the same latitude; the luxuriant eastern shore of Lake 
Michigan, teeming with fruit and forest vegetation, with the 
bleak and Inhospitable west shore. Under Blmtlar relative con¬ 
ditions, the parching effect of the southwest winds sweeping un¬ 
obstructed over the vast extent of the plains, after being robbed 
of whatever moisture they might previously have contained, In 
tbelr passage across the Rocky mountains, is sufficient In Itself to 
accouut for that lack of vegetation, which Is likely to continue 
unless the prairies are reclaimed by artificial meana. 

To render the pralrlee fruitful, then, aud to counteract tbelr 
blighting Influence, we must not only plant treeeand shrubbery, 
but we must plant Intelligently. We must place such varieties 


On Wedneeday night, just before the close of the Pittsburgh 
dog show, the Pennsylvania State Field Trials Association met 
to dlscusB matters relative to bolding a fleld trial next Fall, 
and to make arrangements for carrying out the same. 

After aorne minor business, Interesting only to the members of 
the Association, had been attended to, Mr. Heurlek'e moved 
that the secretary be instructed to purchase fifty dozens of live 
quails, with which to stock, In the Spring, the grounds they 
should select to hold the trials. Mr. Orth, on the part of the 
Western Pennsylvania Sportsmen’s Association for the Protec¬ 
tion of Game, stated that his association was prepared to pur¬ 
chase a large number of quails with which to restock grounds 
which had been depleted by the recent cold weather. 

Mr. Henrtcks then suggested that oDe hundred dozens instead 
of fifty dozens, should be purchased. The question of the price 
of the birds was then taken up, and aa It was shown that birds 
could be procured for from oue dollar and a half to two dollars 
per dozen, the motion was amended empowering the secretary to 
purchase quails for breeding purposes, to the amount of two 
hundred dollars, which will purchase lu the neighborhood of one 
hundred dozens of birds, which, turned out In a good locality 
and properly protected, should supply all that should be needed 
Id tba Fall. 

It was suggested by Mr. 0. B. Whltford, who was present, that 
the trials could be run wltb more satisfaction out of the state 
than Id It, he believing that the trials, Instead of being confined 
to residents of Pennsylvania should be open to the world. If, 
however, the Association carry out the extensive preparations 
they are prepared to make In stocking the grounds, and provide 
themselves with live birds to turn out during the meeting, there 
Is no reason why they should not have a successful trial, close to 
Pittsburgh. 

Great care Is necessary In the dlstrlbutiou of the birds, as two 
gangs or coops arc apt to fight If they come together soon after 
being turned out, and should oue lot be weaker from confine¬ 
ment than the other, the natural law of the “ Survival of the fit¬ 
test " la liable to make sad havoc with them; and, therefore, 
birds which would Improve after being turned out, If they had 
the chance, might, very probably, be lost by bad management. 
The same thing sometimes happens wltb two lots of birds being 
confined together. To procure live birds lu November Is a diffi¬ 
cult matter, as at that season of the year there 1* such an abund¬ 
ance of food, It is almost Impossible to Induce them to go luto a 
trap. The most certain plan Is to net them. It the Association 
In addition to the birds they propose to turn out In the Spring, 
can have elx dozens of birds on the grounds when the trials com¬ 
mence, each dozen In a separate coop, there la not any probability 
of the trials being a failure. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Snellenburg, Orth and McIntosh a 
committee on field trial rales. It was then agreed to have a 
Derby, but aa It was afterward decided to call a special meeting 
of the Aaoclatlon for Wednesday evening, the 36th In*-, to co*- 
•Ider the propriety of making the trlala open to the wocld. the 
question of a Derby will come op again. 


We hope the Association will conclude to make their future 
trials open to the world. To us there does not appear a single 
reason why dogs not owned In the state should not compete, and 
there Is every reasoD why the Association should 
do all 1o tbelr power to make the trlala aa complete 
a contest between good dogs as possible. It la like everything 
else ; worth dolog well If worth dplng at all. If the trials are con¬ 
fined to resldentatof the state, they gain no object that would 
be averted by making It open to the world, unless It would be to 
make tbelr entries smaller. Any resident of tbe state can send 
his dogs wherever he chooses to have them trained, and may em¬ 
ploy the most expert trainer he can get. The dogs would then 
be practically from out of the state, aud to all InteutB and pur¬ 
poses, the same as If they did not belong In tbe state. Tbe only 
specific object that could be had lu confining the trlala exclusively 
to residents of tbe state, would be to keep the prizes among 
themselves, and nothing would be gained from thlB, as the trials 
would be comparatively small, expensive and uninteresting. 

It might be well enough to have a trial In which expert hand¬ 
lers are barred; that la to make, as It were, an amateur's race, 
aud compel each owner to handle hla own dog. But this could 
be done In connection with a trial open to the world, and so far 
as beneficial results are concerned, It would be better to run such 
a stake Id connection with an open trial, as tbe art of handling a 
dog could be better acquired by the example of professionals. . 

In making their trials open to the world, the Association would 
not only not lose Its Identity, but It would be strengthened by 
bolding a trial that would have a teudency to bring out the beat 
dogs. In addition to whatever regular stakeB the Association 
might see fit to make, an Association Stake, or one open to resi¬ 
dents of tbe state could be run for; each competitor to handle 
his own dog. We would also suggest to the Association as we 
have to other associations, that the brace and nursery stakes 
be abolished. A regular Derby, a free-for-all, and a special 6take 
would be all that could be ruu satisfactorily lu one week. 


The MeSmna Quail. —Our request, lu a recent Issue, for In- 
formatlou regarding the Messina or European quail, has biougbt 
us au Interesting letter from Wlnated, Conn., which will be 
found In our Natural History department, from Clerlcus, a cler¬ 
gyman, an ardent sportsman, aud a personal acquaintance. The 
Information conveyed lu the communication of Clerlcus Is the 
Urst of the blad before tbe dog and gun, since Imported Into this 
country. A very strange circumstance is the late date at which 
tbe birds were found. Coming from so Intelligent and reliable a 
source, tbe Information Is valuable. We hope our other corres¬ 
pondents, especially those In tbe South, where the birds now are, 
will be on the look out for them and advise us of any Informa¬ 
tion they may obtain regarding them. We also publish sn ex¬ 
tract from the report of the Commissioners of Fisheries and Game, 
of Maine, for 1880, which confirms Clerlcus’ experience In the 
manner they lie to the dog, and the velocity of their flight. 


The Circuit. —Our proposition that the various 6tate sports¬ 
men's associations should,at as early a period as possible,decide on 
aud make public the dates ou which they will hold their meetings 
aud tournaments, so that the same shall not conflict with each 
other, baa brought us several letters approving of the plaD, and 
promising to name a date aa early aa possible. The Louisville, 
Ky., Sportsmen’s Association claim May 30 and 31 and June I, 
2,3 and 4 ae the dates on which they will hold tbelr tournament, 
which will bring them to commence on Monday of the 
next week after the MIsbouH State meeting at 8t. Louis. We 
would furth- r propose that the associations estimate how many 
birds each will require, and club together and make a contract 
with some one firm to supply the entire circuit. By such a plan 
they can save money, for they would neither be competing 
against each other, nor setting the dealers In competition, to 
enhance tbe price of birds. 

Death of Don J. Robinson. —The death of Mr. Don J. Rob¬ 
inson, of Jackson, Mich., which la announced to have taken place 
on January 24, will be a surprise to his many friends and tbe 
trotting horse fraternity throughout the United States. He had 
been gradually recovering from an attack of typhoid fever when 
a relapse took place, ending lu death. Tbe deceased was a grad¬ 
uate of Hamilton College, aud settled lu Michigan twenty years 
ago, and was attached to the staff of tbe Hon. D. M. Dickinson, 
of Detroit, as secretary. Subsequently be became Identified with 
the lumbering Interests of Northern Michigan, and later assumed 
a part ownership In the Hibbard House, Jackson. Since his re¬ 
tirement from the House he has taken an active Interest in turf 
matters, and from Its Inauguration, was secretary of the JackBOD 
Horse Breeder's Association. 

MaKsawua and Enolisu Lake Cluus. —The second of the 
series of social gatherings between these two clubs took place at 
the Maksawba Club house on Saturday last. Thirty-two mem¬ 
bers were present. A team match of ten men a side, ten birds

“A bill was Introduced ln the leglslst.re a day or two ago t 
prohibit killing for two years, but that, In tbe estimation of men 
bers generally of the Cuvier club, Is of unnecessary length. 

“Following are tbe principal points referred to In the srtlcl 
mentioned; 

“’Very few farmers ever think of shooting bird, for mer 

»rmrt tnH aa fnr aallnn a ....all a. —W_ a al ., l 
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rat, a mole, or a black snake. It people In elite* affect to like 
quail on toast—that is quail mangled with shot and thrown Into 
heaps for a week or a month—your average farmer makes no ob¬ 
jection, but he want* no mangled or rotten game or meat on his 
table. * * * It strikes us that there Is a remedy for this. 

The words,—or catches, by snare or trap, any quail or Virginia 
partridge,—should be stricken from section 6961; and provision 
should be made by law, prohibiting, under proper penalties, the 
shooting of game birds, except with the consent of the owner of 
the premises on which the shooting 1b done, anil in hie pretence. 

“Yesterday afternoon a Commercial reporter called upon mem¬ 
bers of the club and asked their opinion upon the propositions in 

the article. . . _ .. 

"Colonel Jerry Ktersted was not ready to auswer. Mr. Ben 
Robinson didn’t believe that the farmers would want the passage 
of a law requiring them to go around with the sportsmen to see 
the shooting done. Mr. H. C. Culbertson could see no advantage 
In the suggestion, aod thought that trapping and netting ought 
to be prohibited under any and all circumstances. 

"Mr. McLean Daugherty said the great point to be considered 
In the question Is that the quail Is a wild bird, free In It* nature. 
The farmer may claim that because the quail feeds or flocks mi 

hiB groundB, it belongs to him; but that is not true. The bird 

wanders over the whole neighborhood. Trapping and netting 
are prohibited under the laws because nets often obtain a whole 
brood, and It was to protect them from extinction that the law 
was framed. The laws are not antagonistic to farmers, many of 
whom are as fond of sporting as anybody In the city. The great 
necessity of the law Is the disposition to net birds in damp 
weather, when their wlngB are so heavy they can t fly. Another 
Is because It Is easier to capture them In the breeding season 
than out of It. A similar protection has been afforded to fish by 
prohibiting seiniug at spawning seasons. The single drawing of 
one seine over shallows and rimes, where eggs have been depos¬ 
ited, will destroy more fish than can be propagated by artificial 
breeding In two years. ., 

“The reporter next b&w Col.Tboma* A. Logan, at bl6 law cilice, 
on Third street. The Colonel has been given the credit for framing 
the laws as they exist, but they have been so amended within the 
last few years that he disclaims all credit. He said; For 
twenty years I have been carefully examining game laws of this 
and the old country, with a view to reconcile the conflicting Inter¬ 
ests between landowners and sportsmen, and with the further 
view of preserving game as a food supply to the masses of peo¬ 
ple because of the increasing scarcity of meat and Its Increased 
price. Frequent visits to the old country have afforded me the 
opportunity for observing the operations of game laws there. 

It costs nearly as much in Great Britaiu to maintain the super- 
vision and propagation of flahes and game as It does to run the 
whole government of the State of Ohio, but the result Is that 
It affords her poorer population a supply of cheap and nourishing 
food which does more than any other thing to avert bread riot*, 
and the time Is not far distant In this country and this state when 
it will behoove the government to adopt similar wise provisions 
The lawB bo far enacted have not yet been sufficiently in opera¬ 
tion to produce the desired result, even when the attempt is 
made to carry them Into effect. So far as the quails in Ohio are 
concerned, the farmers and grangers have sought and procured 
legislation with an entirely erroneous view of tha^law. They 
hive constantly maintained the principle that the game found on 
their premises is their property. They claim (as is asserted In 
this article) that, because the birds feed upon their premises, the 
right of ownership is, therefore, acquired in them. I’nder this 
view they have encouraged, from time Immemorial, their whole- 
sale deetructlon, by snares, nets, and traps, and every species of 
devices, including the slaughter of whole bevies at oue shot while, 
nesting on the ground, for the sole purpose of selling as so much 
merchandise. To such an extent haa this traffic been carried that 
farmers' boys ransack the country in all directions to procure 
the birds by Buch means, in order to sell them to the country 
storekeeper, who in turn sells them to the express agent or bag¬ 
gage master at every station, or else they are consigned direct to 
the commission merchants In the various cities. When, In 
weather like this, several bevies, huddled together, half-starved, 
and more than half frozen, are found by the rapacious farmer's 
boy It' Is but the work of a moment to mangle them all with a 
load of shot—probably from an old musket. If the farmer, how¬ 
ever, does not exterminate for game, he generally does so from 
wantonness. The eggs and nests are ruthlessly destroyed, and 
the blades of the mowing and reBplDg machines are set so low 
that they leave no food or cover In the stubble. Under these 
circumstances, and with these views, the farmer naturally regards 
the sportsman as his enemy. The law, however, does not regard 
the game abstractly as the property of the farmer. From the 
earliest period of time down to the present, It has always beern 
admitted that no man has any property whatever in any wild 
game until by some act of hie own he captures or kills it, and 
thereby reduces It Into bis own possession. Then, and not till 
then, Is any property acquired In it. The ownership of the land 
upon which It Is killed does not enter Into the question of prop¬ 
erty at all, nor can any right of property be derived through It. 
UuallB feed indiscriminately upon all farmB which they frequent, 
and change their localities at will. Out of this state of law comes 
the conflict between the farmer and sportsman. Abstractly 
the sportsman has a right to puraue wild game at all timea and 
at all places, and yet practically, and very justly, too, tblB 
abstract right Is limited by the. property right of the farmer In 
his land. The sportsman becomes a trespasser who encroaches 
upon private domain. To reconcile this difference has been the 
aim of all legislation, but It never can be reconciled by any means 
as absurd as those proposed. 

‘To strike out from Section 6961 the prohibition against snar¬ 
ing and trapping would denude the State of Ohio of quails en¬ 
tirely In twelve months. There are some grievances, however, of 
the farmer that should be remedied. It Is entirely true that 
loafers and stragglers frequently wander over the country armed 
with guns, and break down fences, frighten cattle and commit 
other depredations, bull think it will be found that the majority 
of these come from the small villages, rather than from the large 
cities. However, In cither case, they should be dealt with ac¬ 
cording to law, and, as a rule, sportsmen would be only too glad 
to assist In prosecuting them. „ • . , 

‘ There would be no protection to game in allowing farmer* to 

use Dels and snaree. ...... . r ... .. 

.‘For many years there was no such prohibition In Uhlo. It 

was the evil results caused by the farmer that first demanded 
such legislation. 

‘ I answer your question upon this subject only in the light 
of the public good. I have no Interest In the subject whatever 
as a sportsman. For many years my professional engagement* 
have been such aa to compel me to relinquish all pleasures of 
that kind.* 

“The subject was discussed pretty freely last night In the Cuvier 
Club rooms, aod while all spoke of the absurdity of the proposed 
amendments, except as a means to make for a year or two a 
merchantable article of trapped quails, all were disposed to re¬ 
gard II. ss about absurd enough to pass and become a law. • 

"Major Pick Russell, after reading the article over, said; ‘Why, 

the author of that article Is a-fool. Who over heard of a 

man that knows anything about quails or wild birds who ^rould 


think of eating a netted bird If he knew It had been netted. 

Why shot quails are the only kind fit to be eaten. -it, I d 

rather eat a black snake than a netted quail.’ 

‘ But farmers’ netted quails get Into our markets, and are put 
upon good tables, are they not!’ 

Pick, wistfully—‘Dimfino. I don’t want any of them. He 
added, ‘As to having the farmer present when the shooting Is 
done, that would be too absurd, for both the farmer and the 

sportsman.’ , 

“Mr. Ben Robinson, who waa present, then chimed in. vvny 
we’re so thoroughly In favor of the protection of game that we 
don’t want any killed this year at all. 1 don’t understand the 
canse of this antagonism, however, between the farmer and the 
sportsman Our club here, at considerable expense, Imported a 
lot of Messina quails from Italy, and we turned them over to the 
farmers upoo do other condition than that we ’would be per¬ 
mitted to shoot them In season. The value of these quails for 
sport Is, that If the Winter becomes too eolfj they will go South, 
and return when the weather becomes tfarm. But the deep 
snows, cold weather and netting and trapping out of season, Is 
what bas depleted us of our domestic quails, and the laws have 
not been effective enough.’ 

“While the conversation waa In progress, another member ol 
the club said, * There’s something so very fanny about the gran¬ 
ger. There was Col. C. W. Woolley, one of the most dignified 
■and accomplished gentlemeD in the United States, went out with 
one or two friends, a year or two ago, to shoot quails, and got 
upon quite & respectable farm. The old farmer came out, and 

when nearly a hundred yards off, yelled out: 1 You- 

loafer.-, I want you to get off my place!’ As the farmer ap¬ 
proached, Col. Woolley advanced toward him in a pacificatory 
way, and| said: * My good man, do you think we look like loaf¬ 

ers!’ The farmer surveyed the party lor a moment, and 
answered: ‘ I dunno but you do, and you’d better git I’ That 
was the last time Col. Woolley ever went quail Bhooting. 

• After all,’ continued another, ‘ I suppose we’ll have to come 
to the thing In time, that we’ve simply got to pay for the priv¬ 
ilege of shooting. We’ve practically got to do that now, and It 
would be better to pay a direct aum for the privilege of shooting, 
than be annoyed by laws that practically prevent, and by having 
the game barbarously destroyed with the consent of law.”

Fort Shaw, M. T., Dec. 32, 188U. 
Editor Chicago Field:— Our geese have come and gone. We 
had no storms this Fall, or rather we have been on the outer 
edges of them. Our elgnal corps instruments Indicated that they 
were not far from us; but yet we escaped their fury, and It was 
only in the Eustern papers that we read of the havoc on land, and 
distress upon lakes and seas. We did not have a “whirl" of birds, 
but they “straggled” In, bivouacked a few days, and then contin¬ 
ued their flight to the Loulslana6, or geese fields of the Pacific 

8l °We had prepared our “ blinds” In anticipation of the arrival of 
the "honkers” and our field Bbowed Borne ten or twelve artificial 
blinds, built according to the taste and tugenulty of the hunter. 
Some were “^jUs” In the ground; some In the shape of wick¬ 
iups,” and others were simple sticks laid across the irrigating 
ditches, and covered with straw. All were good, however, and 
served their purpose. Some days one wss the lucky hunter; at 
another time another, according to the wind, which generally de¬ 
cided the direction of the Hlght. 

Last year they made their appearauce like a grand army ami 
went Into camp on our beautiful Sun river, in the early morn¬ 
ing a corpt de armee would be detached for reconuolterlng pur 
poses, and as their divisions passed over our field In echelon, 
brigades and “regiment*,” In same formation, every one had his 
hands full, keeping his breech-loader pouring in canister. Later 
another corps would come over m mows, and so It would continue 
until about eleven o'clock,when there would be a lull. Then the 
lunch basket would come to the front, and occupy a prominent 
position for some time, as the sportsman's appetite not only as¬ 
tonishes every one that sees him eat, but himself In the bargain. 

The geese, too, were laying In rations of wheat and oats In 
the fields, and when they were satisfied their honking could be 
heard for a long distance, as they prepared to return to the sand 
bars of the river. The return flight was as good as the morning 
shooting, and when night came on the day’s bag was collected, 
and the satisfied, but weary, sportsmen returned to their homes 
ready to eDjoy a sound sleep, and to dream of the day’s shooting. 

This year we did not have so many at a time as formerly, but 
still we bad plenty, and when we were scattered in our blinds we 
could see a goose drop from the flock long before we heard the 
report of the gun. Ab they ran the gauntlet of the line, but few 
flocks could retain their formation, bat would break up and seem 
undecided which way to fly. It was then that the largest display 
of decoys got the preference. Our decoys are dead birds propped 
up by means of a forked stick, and winged ones picketed out by 
means of a peg and string. If you are fortunate enough to get a 
honker, one that leads a flock (the captain of the company, I sup¬ 
pose), you are certain to get close shot*. Our enthusiastic 
sportsman, “ the knight of the quill,” in the quarter-master e de- 
pertinent, had several flocks light among his decoys in one day, 
and would bag four or five at a Bhot. 

We bad counted up eighty-seven geese brought to bag early In 
the Beason, when an order for a general court martial arrived. 
Ail the lovers of the sport were turned Into judges and lawyers 
from 9 a. m. until 8 p. m.; and although we tried to close the 
cases As fast as possible the "wheels of justice” ran slow, and 
our hunting was brought to a sudden close, the mercury In the 
thermometer trying Its best to hide Itself In the bulb. It suc¬ 
ceeded very well, and the Ice In the river was soon thick enough 
to cut, and fields enveloped In a mantle of enow, four or five 
Inches deep. So we will have to patiently wait for Spring for 
their return. 

I winged a beautiful snow goose and made him a present to a 
lady’at the Post. She has made a ”pet” of It, and It la now 
quite tame, following her and coming to her call. I have al6o a 
honker with a splendid baritone voice, that I have had for over 
two months. A portion of his wing was amputated, but has 
healed up nicely, and In the Spring I expect him to do good 
Bervlce. He Is always ready for a fight, and my children give 
him a wide berth, as a blow from bis wing Is enough to knock a 
child down. We were In hopeB of getting a few more live 
decoys, but thought we would take our pick of those that gave 
good voice, but we are sorry now we did not secure them when 
the opportunity presented Itself. ...... 

A few flocks of mallards yet remain with us, feeding In the 
warm springs that surround us. On the 29th of last month I 
irot three splendid drakes and a Wilson snipe, and will be able 
during the Winter to occasionally have a feathered Sunday 
game dinner. Antelope hunting la now lq full blast, and I will 
write you about It in another letter. Skirmishes.

Editor Chicago Field:— I was considerably "taken down” 
at not being able to take my annual hunt on Thanksgiving 
Day. Dear reader, can you tell me why It Is that we shootlsta 
consider that day oursl But such Is a fact. That’s the day set 
aside for a big shoot; a score minus the ciphers, and a big bag. 

I procured an ample supply of ammunition, and on the even¬ 
ing of the 24th cleaned out my guu and had everything in readi¬ 
ness In anticipation of glorious sport on the morrow. Imagine my 
feelings the next morning when I arose bright and early, to find It 
sleeting and raining alternately. Once I got my gun and bird- 
bag, determined to try It “ rain or shine,” but the rain began 
afresh and then hope sank within me, for the hunt was up"

Kind reader, we all have our weakneseee, and I must confess 
that mine Is wlng-shootlng, and at quails. I have beeu out sev¬ 
eral times since the 25th; have not made good baga owing to 
the fact that the birds will not “stick,” there being snow on the 
ground I gave the quails a round yesterday evening, and 1 
made a better bag than usual. With my right hand barrel I cut 
down three when the covey rose, which was one more than I ever 

killed before. ' ' 

The “ boys ” were out in full force yeeterday, and the boomtog 
of tbelr guns heard lu the distance reminded one of firing on 
the skirmish line preceding a battle—scenes that many of us 
witnessed and participated In in this beautiful Southland, when 
the blue and the grey met in deadly conflict. 

What more beautiful sight c»ti oue behold than the ranging of 
high-bred and well broken Betters or poluters over beautiful 
meadows and stubble-fields 1 Your dog may be going In a 
sweeping gallop when all at once he drops and remains as rigid 
and motionless as If carved In marble. The hunter advances, 
clutching bis gun nervously, for he knows what that means; the 
birds rise with a mighty roar and whirr that would utterly upset 
and bewilder a novice—but quick as lightning the guu is brought 
bo your shoulder—you glance along bronzed barrels-the trigger 
Is touched—there Is a flash—a loud report—and a cloud of 
smoke and feathers Is gently wafted away by the breeze, aqd 
poor Bob White, the king of all game birds, lies dead upon the 
stubble. No more will he, perched upon stump or fence, whistle 
bla morning salutation to the sun; no more, at dawn of day, will 
hla shrill piping be heard far away In the stubble. 

Ah! gentle reader, the many many happy moments I have 
spent In field, forest and stream with rod, dog, and gun. As 
Robert Burns said of the many pleasant moments spent with his 
Highland Mary:

I said above that I had usu ,lly made email baga while quail 
hunting, but by making pot shots could soon have filled my bag. 
The ground being covered with snow, the birds when flushed 
Instinctively fly to cover, when many of them alight lu trees; 
and then I quit ’em; for, let me tell you, dear reader, before I 
would assassinate a sitting bird I’d “ bust” my gun, give away 
my dog, and “flee to tbe mountains of Hespldom, where the lion 
roareth, ami the whang doodle mourncth for its first born, and 
gnaw a file." (Not a file of tbe Chicago Field, remember, for 
I have them “ filed” away.) 

My non-sporting friends try to ridicule and joke me because I 
will not remorselessly fire Into covies on the ground, and butcher 
single birds when they take to the trees.

A Deer HnnL 

Cantonment Bad Lands, ) 
Little Missouri River, D. T., Dec. 4, 1880. ) 
Editor Cbioaoo Field :—Tuesday morning was a warm, 
beautiful day, just the kind for a deer hunt, bo four of us started 
out with two Indian scout* from the cantonment; we started 
south down the " Little Muddy ” for about four miles where 
we struck an old buffalo trail that led over the bluffs on a beau¬ 
tiful table-land, where we struck the river about twelve miles 
I rum the Cantonment. 

At the moutlyif a small creek we pitched our camp about a 
mile from the river In an old log cabin that was built by some 
trappers last year. I wae told that these trappers made over 
$200 off beaver alone, and to Judge from the carcasses of deer, 
elk, sheep, etc., they must have made quite a sum In the aggre¬ 
gate. When we got out about a mile from the Cantonment, we 
started a very fine black tall doe, but as we were going with the 
wind we could not get within range of her, eo did not get a shot. 
We also started three more about four miles further on, but did 
not get a shot at those either. 

After we bad made camp and picketed our horses for the night 
we went In search of water, but the weather has been so cold 
lately that both the river and the creek had frozen to the bot¬ 
tom, so to enable us to get our supper, we had to pack Ice from 
the river and melt it. Luckily we had found an open place lu 
the river during the day, where we watered our horses, so that 
they did not suffer. We had decided to stay four or five days, 
so the next morning we got up br ght and early and prepared for 
a day’s hunt. Leaving a man at tbe camp to look after our things, 
three of u* started oul. I did not stay out very long, for after 
tramping around for two hours and not aeelng a thlDg, I returned 
pretty wall disgusted, bat the ether twe war* very tuoaesaful, 
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for they managed to kill seven deer between them. We had all 
of the game brought In that night and hung up, and after we 
had got our supper we aat around and cracked Jokee, etc., and 
made our preparations for the next day’s bunt. 

We were all pretty tired from our day's work, and overslept 
ourselves, but fortunately one of the men had gotten up early 
and when we woke up we found our breakfast waiting for ua 
I did not go out that day, but the other fellows did, and brought 
In six more, making thirteen deei; that was the third day. The 
fourth day when we got up In the morning, much to our sorrow, 
there was nearly a foot of snow on the ground and st.111 snowing, 
so we could not do anything that day, and aa our provisions were 
running short two of us started back to camp to send a wagon 
down after the game. 

When I have nothing to do I frequently take my horse and 
ride through the Bad Lands; add one day last week as a friend 
and myself were riding out we jumped fifteen deer, and several 
times I have seen from eight to ten. We have lived on venison 
ever since I came here, and are pretty elck of It. Chickens and 
rabbits are plentiful, but the chickens are so wild and strong 
that it la difficult to get many of them. 

We expect to go out on another huut in about two weeks. 
I am told that there are a great mauy deer, elk, etc., up the river 
about twenty-five miles. Mr. Eaton, of Pennsylvania, left this 
morning for his home In Pittsburgh, much to the regret of every 
one here. He had made a great many friends during bla abort 
stay among the hills, and we are In hopes that he will be able to 
ho with us again next Spring. He U a splendid shot, and uses 
the Winchester improved forty-five caliber. He has killed up¬ 
ward of fifty deer, several big borns, or mountain sheep, as they 
are more commonly called here, two or three elks, and one very 
large bear that weighed between 600 and 700 pounds dressed " 
hope to give you a more Interesting letter next time.

An Objection to the Prohibition Law in Ohio.— Bonier

15, that the Cuvier club, of Cincinnati, O., propose another total 
prohibition of quail shooting In Ohio during 1881. Now, the 
Cuvier club waa mainly Instrumental In forbidding quail shooting 
In the season of 1870, and, although they carried their measure 
through the legislature, yet birds were no plentler this last sea¬ 
son than before, neither were they any more abundant for the 
prohibition act passed In 1876. The fact la that legislation which 
only reaches the shooter will never make quails as abundant aa 
these theorists seem to anticipate. The deep snows, the hawks, 
foxes, and the trap deetroy double the number of quails that are 
yearly bagged by the shooters In the slate. If the legislature or 
even the Cuvier club, would offer a bounty of fifty cents a head 
for hawks, and one dollar a head for foxes, they would do more 
to make game abundant than any measure which only prohibits 
Bhooting. Further than this the farmer’s poultry could Increase 
aud multiply In peace, and undisturbed by vermin. It matters 
little to the wealthy members of the Cuvier club whether the 
other shooters In Ohio have any quail shooting or not; they can 
step across the river into Kentucky and shoot quails, or they can 
go to the Kankakee marshes and shoot snipes and ducks, or they 
can hie to the prairies of the West In August, and shoot half- 
grown prairie chickens, but the ” commoo gunuah,” who has to 
live in this state, and has not the means to make extensive ahoot- 
Ing trips, would like to have a little shooting at home, and hum¬

We have chartered the boat and arranged to work the Missis¬ 
sippi river down to the mouth of Illinois river, then up Illinois 
river to Peoria, during the month of Octoberf resculog the young 
liih, delivering to such parties as want them, and shipping to the 
Interior as far as our money will, permit. 

Tbe supply of fish that could be Baved Is almost inestimable, 
and tbe number that perish each year would stock every stream 
In the State of Illinois, If they could be secured and put into them. 
With the aid of a car fitted up for that purpose, flsh could be 
placed In every stream crossed by a railroad in the state with 
little delay and at a reasonable expense. We design asking tbe 
help of the various railroad companies throughout the state in 
this matter, and if we meet with the same courtesy at their hands 
In the future as has been our good fortune in the past, we have 
no doubt but that favorable arrangements can be made. 

While our appropriation would not admit of as general a dis¬ 
tribution as would seem desirable, yet we feel sure that our work 
will compare favorably with any of our neighboring states, tak¬ 
ing Into consideration the amount of money we had to expend, 
and the extent of territory we had to work up and supply. 

We would recommend an appropriation sufficient to carry out 
successfully this branch of our work, which seems to us of great 
Importance, as well as enough to admit of a hatching house located 
in some desirable point, in order that we may do our share In 
stocking the groat lakes with the valuable whitefleb.

Since our report was submitted to the Governor, and as Indi¬ 
cated by It, we chartered the steamer Daisy and made a trip on 
the Illinois river, leaving Quincy on the morning of October 3, 
returning October 31, working Illinois river from Its mouth to 
Peoria, then back to the Mississippi river and up it to Quincy, 

The result of the trip we think was very satisfactory. "The 
catch, aggregating ninety-five bushels (estimating them, as In the 
report, at 20,000 to the bushel), would make a total of fish saved, 
planted and distributed on the trip of 1,900,000, or a grand total 
of 5,895,000 flab saved and distributed from July 1, 1879, to Oc¬ 
tober 31, 1880. We found the lakes along the Illnols river as a 
rule admirably adapted to the successful propagation of our 
native fish. There are none better In our land. 

We fbnnd there the need <jf such legislation as will protect the 
fish; and it will only be a question of a short time when the 
Illinois river and Its tributaries will be made the best fishing re¬ 
sorts In the West, If anything like proper care Is used In planting 
the lakes and rivers, and laws be enacted and enforced sufficiently 
stringent to prevent the wholesale slaughter of game and food- 
flsb, now so prevalent. 

We have on hand ready for distribution about 20,000 black 
bass, croppie, etc, These are kept In ponds and live boxes, and 
can be bad ou application. We have, so far as possible, supplied 
all who came for them with young native fish, and are pleased to 
note a rapidly increasing Interest In the subject of fish-culture 
In almost every section of the state. 

Since our report was made we have received from the general 
government, by 8. F.-Baird, United States Fish Commissioner, 
Another lot of German carp. 

These carp will be distributed first to thoBe holding requisitions 
on uaforthem from Professor Baird—parties who have made ap¬ 
plication to him properly indorsed by the member of congress . 
from their district. After these applications are supplied we will 
beve some for distribution on application to us direct. 

The carp were received on the 11th of November. The weather 
turned cold almost Immediately on tbelr receipt, and we were 
forced to put them In state ponds. Part of them, however, were 
confined In wire cages and sunk to the bottom of the pond so as 
to enable us to deliver them when the weather would permit us 
to ao so. r 

The carp are very sensitive to cold, and perish easily If exposed, 
but owing to their peculiar habits will, If placed lu ponds with 
muddy bottoms, bury themselves, thus accommodating them¬ 
selves to temperature of water. We hope to have from carp on 
sand last season a liberal Increase, and to be able to make a much 
more general distribution of them than Is possible to procure from 
the United States Commission.”

Geology and Ciscoes.

Editor Chicago Field:— In the Chicago Tribune appeared 
some time ago a communication signed Phoclon, upon the arte¬ 
sian wells of Illinois. The writer repeats the theory of an un¬ 
derground channel between the great lakes and the 8t. Law- 
rence. He also believes that similar underground channels flow 
from the lakes, through Wisconsin and Illinois to the Illinois 
river valley, forming tbe source of these artesian wells. I am 
not sufficient of a geologist to criticise this theory, but when the 
writer brings forward the cisco of Geneva lake to confirm his 
belief ln an underground channel to that lake, an old aDgler 
familiar with those waters may be permitted perhaps to give his 
yiew6. 

Phoclon writes: "The periodic and surprising visit of this 
school of fishes, belonging only to Lake Superior, and known 
nowhere else in the West or Northwest, Is unexplainable upon 
any other theory than that of an underground river. The school 
Is known neither to Huron, Erie, or Ontario, where It might go 
with ease through the Sault, the 8t. Clair, and tbe Niagara The

occur In the North Atlantic and Arctic seas It Is also found ln the 
deep fresh water lakes Werner and Welter, of Sweden, with other 
marine Crustacea, indicating that these basins were formerly 
flfled with salt water and have been shut off from the sea by the 
elevating movement of the Scandinavian Peninsula, which Is still 
going on. That the same thing has occurred to our lakes Is 
shown by the occurrence In tbelr depths of the genus Afpsfa, 
and of Tiigloprtt ThompumU, found ln the stomachs of Lota 
macalora by Prof. Baird In Lake Ontario, and by Dr. Hoy In 
those of trout taken off Racine, In Lake Michigan.

Fish-Ways III Kansas. 

Frankfort, Kan. 

Editor Chicago Field;— Like thousands of others, I come 
to you for assistance and advice. 

In this county of Marshall there is one mill-dam on the Ver¬ 
milion river, and half a dozen more nn the Blue river, none of 
which are provided with flsh-waya. Only when there comes an 
unusually high freshet can flsh pass up over these dams, and such 
rises do not often come when the fish are, or would be “ run¬ 
ning." There was none last year, and as a consequence not a 
flsh was caught In the Vermilion above Newell’s dam save & few 
worthless bull pouts aud sun-flsh. Sv 

The laws of Kansas say that every dam must have & fleh-way 
under a penalty of fine, etc., but still the facts are as I have 
staled. Tbe mill owoers are rich and Influential—on- of them a 
state senator—and only sneer at tbe Idea of any one’s enforcing 
the laws against them. On the contrary, I am poor but I love 
fishingsecond only to shooting, and If there Is any hope of put¬ 
ting the thing through I mean to try my hand. 

The State 
Fish Commissioner’ If so, can you give me his iiame and ad¬ 
dress! 

Several years ago, these streams were stocked with California 
salmon and other fish, but of course nothing has been seen of 
them since.

Mr. Seth Green’s New Process of Impregnating Fish. 

Rochester, N. Y. 

Editor Chicago-Field :—Ou the :31st day of December, 1880, 
the Idea occurred to me to try the experiment n! Impregnating 
the eggs of flsh by Injecting the milt of the male into the female 
by means of a syringe. 

January 3, 1881, I tried the experiment In the following way: 
The flsh operated with were brook trout. I selected ripe females 
and then took the milt from the male Into a vessel,and also drew 
it directly from tbe male Into a small elass syringe aud injected 
It Into the vent of the female as quickly as possible, and then 
placed her In a lub of water. 

I have tried the experiment with fifteen female brook trout, 
and left the milt and spawn ln the female wltnout taking them' 
from one minute to forty-eight hours. Tbev are now eighteen 
days old and looking well. 

The experiment is a new one and I shall look forward to the 
result with Interest. Seth Green. 

Notes. 

How Frsn Swim. —“The fins are organs of motion; but it Is 
chiefly the tall and the caudal fin by which the flsh impels Itself 
forward. To execute energetic locomotion tbe tall and caudal 
fin are strongly bent, with rapidity, alternately toward the right 
and left; whilst a gentle motion forward Is effected by a simply 
undulating action of the caudal fin, the lobes of which act 
like the blades of a screw. Retrograde motions can be made 
by flab In an Imperfect manner only, by forward strokes of the 
pectoral fins. When the flsh wants to turn toward the left, he 
gives a stroke of the tall toward the right, the right pectoral Ad 
acting simultaneously, whilst the left remains adpressed to the 
body. Thus the pectoral fins assist in tbe progressive motions of 
tbe flsb, but rather directing Its course than acting as powerful 
propellers. The chief function of the paired fins is to maintain 
the balance of tbe fish In the water, which is always the most 
unsteady where there is no weight to sink It; when the pectoral 
fin of one aide, or the pectoral and ventral of the same side are 
removed, the fish loses Its balance and falls on the side opposite; 
when both pectorals are removed, the fishes head sinks; on re¬ 


appearance, its excited behavior, and Its sudden disappearance 
all proclaim the existence of a subterranean stream between 
Superior and Geneva. In Superior tbe cisco Is a sportive but 
wary fish, In Geneva it la as big a fool as tbe bullhead.” Now 
the facts of the case, divested of romance, are, first, the cisco is 
found ln several of the other Wisconsin lakes. Second, it Is found 
in Lake Michigan and Huron and in St. Mary’s river below the 
8anlt. The present tfrlter has captured It, or seen It captured 
In these waters. 

As to Its sudden appearance In and disappearance from Geneva 
lake In June, this may be accounted for without having recourse 
to geology. Some forty years ago, then living in Chicago, the 
writer heard of this mysterious visitation of a fish ln Geneva lake 
about June 15, for a day or two, and of Its sudden disappearance 
to be seen no more of men, until the next year, on the same day 
He visited the lake and found that the cisco there, acted as he

gorged that It waa difficult to tempt them with an artificial fly, 
except sometimes one entirely different from the shadfly. We 
used for variety of eport to go down to the foot of the rapids in 
the still water of the river and cast for ciscoes, which, Instead of 
being wary, aa Phoclon describes them, rose as eagerly as those 
of Geneva lake. We often took two si a cast, gorged to the 
throat with these Insects. 

The movements of fishes seem to be governed principally 
by their search for food, and the Instinct for the propagation of 
their species. The first of these motives accounts for tbe annual 
appearance of the cisco on the surface. Usually like the corre- 
goni or white-fishes, It feeds In deep water on minute crustaceans 
It would be an Interesting experiment to fish for tbe cisco In 
the deep water of Geneva Lake ln Summer, and If tbe right bait 
could be found very likely they might be ao taken.

Electricity iti Animals. 


Travelers in Africa have recently observed curious lustances 
of electric phenomena ln animals, similar to those which have 
been noticed In human betogs in the cold, dry atmosphere of 
Canada. M. Amat, who has lately been exploring In the North¬ 
ern Sahara, records some observations on cases of electricity de¬ 
veloped in animals under his care. On hot Summer days (says 
Colonice and Jmlia) he used to observe long hairs diverging from 
the middle ot the tall of Arab horses, and on stroking the tall 
with the hand he heard a number of crackling sounds, accom¬ 
panied by Sparks ln the darkness. M, Amat, in extending his 
observations found that man, being In direct communication 
with the ground, did not show such an accumulation of the elec¬ 
tric fluid as the horse, and that greater friction was necessary to 
develop It, this circumstance leading him to suggest the theory 
that the horn of the horse’s hoofs acts as an insulator. Never¬ 
theless, when operating upon himself, he frequently obtained 
sparks by simply passing a pocket-comb through his hair or beard. 
This succeeded best In dry, hot weather, on return from a long 
excursion over arid plain*, the most favorable time being In the 
evening from 7 to 9 o’clock. 

Another traveler in Western Africa, Mr. Mltchlnson, who has 
traversed the region of Senegambla and the Interior of Africa to 
the south and east of that district, has made similar observations. 
He found that he could produce sparks by gently striking tbe 
cattle with a whip; and the same result followed ln the case of 
human beings. He records the observation that active aDd 
healthy animals and men, provided they are not in a state of 
over-fatigue, are more highly charged with electricity than those 
of an Indolent disposition .—Bngtieh Exchange.
